‘The contrast between the information about 
the intentions of Marshal Wu Pei-fu which 
comes:from Tokyo and that which comes from 
Peiping, wher Marshal Wu is living, 1s most 
Femarkable. On Feb. 7 the "North-China Daily 
News" published a despatch from ‘its special 
feorrespondent in Japan in which the version 
of Marshal Wu's plans which is dished up to 
the Japanese public was given. On Feb. 8 was 
published a summary of the actual position in 
‘2 letter from Peiping. The letter from Japan 
ited in so many words that Marshal Wu had 
Feed to join the pew regime in North China 
‘and that there was a rift in the Kuominta 
as a result of Mr. Wang Ching-wei's defection.

There ean be 
ho doubt” that Marshal Wu's adherence 
to some mew regime inspired by the 
Japanese would have great effect upon the 
vaeitlating section of the public, and might 
[Swing over to the side of peace a iarge number 
Jor lukewarm supporters of the Chungking 
fovernment’s policy of resistance to the end. 
Hence the pressure which has been almost con 
Hinuously exerted on Marshal Wu for the last 
few. months. ‘This pressure has, placed the 
Marshal ina most difficult position, ond his 
diplomatic evasions have been twisted by the 
Sapanese and those Chinese members of the 
“Provisional” and “Reformed” governments 
who have assisted them, into conditional ac- 
‘Too much emphasis has been laid upon 
‘neceptance” by those to whom the news 
caused “jubilation.” The emphasis should have 
been upon the “conditions.” More important 
among these were that Marshal Wu should be 
given real power, and that the Japanese forces 
should be withdrawn from China. Neither of 
these conditions can be considered by the 
Japanese at the present juncture, so Marshal 
Wu's pesition is unchanged. In the frst place 
the Japanese aro not likely to surrender what 
they have already won to comply with the 
Wishes of a man whose success in forming a 
new government is, in the most optimistic light, 
Very doubtful. And in the second, Lieut.-Gen. 
Nagakion Monday made it clear to the 
Japanese Diet (hat Tokyo has no intention to 
ihdraw its troops rom China for a consider= 
ble time to come.

deadlock over the fisheries dispute, Japan 
‘would very much like to free itself from en- 
tanglemenis in this country, but cannot do so 
luntit at Teast some of its declared objectives 
hhave been obtained. So far none of these ob- 
Jectives has been approached, and the prospect 
ahead must appear to Tokyo's eyes none 100

Crisis Postponed ? 


It is an interesting suggestion that the death 
of Pope Pius XI may postpone the impending 
European risis. "The head of the Catholic 
world died with an appeal for peace upon his 
lips, and such an appeal coming from the 
splritual leader of some 400,000,000 souls is not 
something which is lightly to be disregarded, 
Signor Mussolini may think twice before im= 
mediately launching” his demands, not only 
because of the fact that for the next few weeks 
Hallans will be more concerned with the identity 
fof the late Pope's suecessor, but also because he 
may prefer to think twice before offending so 
imposing a body of religious thought ax that 
presented by the Roman Catholic Church. If 
indecd there ‘were to be a postponement of the 
crisis, it would not mean that there would not 
bbe great deal of subterranean activity. ‘That 
view seems to be supported by the report that 
Germany has renewed her invitation to 
M, Georges Bonnet, French Foreign Minister, 
to go. to Berlin. to confer with Herr von 
Ribbentrop, German Foreign Minister, "on 
general European problems. That is to be read 
fs an endeavour ‘on the part of Germany to 
‘adjust by mediation the outstanding questions 
between France and Maly in accordance with 
the Franco-German non-aggression pact, Ger= 
many playing the. role which was Taiy's in 
coniicetion with the Czechoslovak erisis, It 
would not seem, judging from recent French 
Geclarations on ‘the subject of Italy's claims 
which have not yet been put forward oficially, 
that such a visit to Berlin would yleld any Tast- 
ing results, unless M. Bonnet could be persuaded 
to modify the attitude of his government which 
up to the present is uncompromising. At the 
same time It might afford the German Foreign 
Minister an opportunity of thoroughly exploring 
the French attitude, with a view that when 
Signor Mussolini's demands are made they might 
bbe framed as to meet with some degree of 
favourable reception by France. Undoubtedly 
on some points which have been put forward 
there is reason to believe that Italian aspirations 
could be met by compromise, though it is 
equally clear that on others there is litte 
‘chance of France wiving way.

‘To the Criminal Amendment Bill, which con= 
templates amongst other reforms the abolition 
ef logging save for violent offences ‘in. Jails, 
Sir Thomas Moore, Conservative Member of 
Parliament for Ayr, proposes to add a provision 
permitting of the flogging of men found guilty 
‘of participation in bomb outrages.

disappointment in Rome, for the many: 
statements which have ' been made by, 
British leaders ever since the time Earl Bald- 
win was in power should not have created 
any other impression than that the two} 
nations fully recognized commonalty of in- 
terests. Mr. Chamberlain said :— 

1 feel bound to make plain that the sotidar- 
ity of interests wherein France and this coun 
try are united is such that any threat to the 
vital interests of France, from whatever’

quarter it came, must evoke the immediate 
co-operation of this country. 

‘The British Government are in complete 
accord with the view expressed by M. Geor- 
ges Bonnet, the Fronch Foreign Minister, 
that in ease of war all the forces of Great 
Britain would be at the disposal of France 
just a5 those in France would be at the dis- 
posal of Great Britain. 

From the time Earl Baldwin announced that] 
Britain's frontier in Europe was on the| 
Rhine, there have been progressively firmer 
‘statements indicating how strongly the two| 
countries are linked together. It has to be| 
admitted that most of those remarks were| 
‘made at times when the immediate menace 
to France came from Germany, and with the| 
formulation of the recent Franco-German| 
anti-war declaration they had to some extent! 
Jost much of their significance. Last week Ger- 
many formally announced her intention to 
stand behind Italy, not only in the event of 
‘war being declared upon her, but also if she| 
decided that war was a necessary instrument 
of her policy. Mr. Chamberlain in making 
his announcement has merely indicated to 
the world at large what has always been| 
‘apparent to most political observers. His| 
declaration ranges Britain as firmly at the 
side of France, os Germany has ranged| 
herself with Maly. There can now be no| 
question of Italo-German pressure _being| 
brought to bear upon an unsupported France’ 
to forée submission to the recently stated 
claims put forward by Italy, though not yet! 
formally delivered to the French Government. 


A. great deal has been made of the con- 
tention that the Great War was direetly due 

















Edward Grey in June and July, 1914, 
Suggested that Germany was thereby trapped! 
into declaring war on France, which  she| 
‘would never have done had Britain's attitude| 
‘been more definitely known in Berlin, Whi 
ever may have been the facts of the case| 
then, it is quite clear that the same conten- 
tion ‘cannot now be raised should Franco-| 
Italian tension lead to those hostilities which| 
it is devoutly hoped will be avoided. The 
position is quite plain for all_men to sce. 
The French refusal to agree to Mr. Chamber: 
Iain discussing the Franco-Italian _problem| 
with a view to mediation, during his recent] 
trip to Rome, was in itself dictated by a de- 
cision to yield nothing to the demands which’ 
Up to the present have been formulated only 
in the Italian press, and at important gather- 
ings. It was also indicative of a determina-| 
tion to deal with Italy alone, and when the 
German statement aligning that country with| 
Maly in any future developments in the| 
Mediterranean was made, the only proper| 
answer which Great Britain could give was to| 
make a similar statement thereby strengthen- 
ing France's hand in the difficult game she! 
will have to play during the next few| 
months. Tt has been said that in making 
such a declaration, Mr. Chamberlain has in| 
fact announced a military alliance with 
France. If that is indeed so, he has merely 
followed the lead given by Germany, for if] 
the Entente Cordiale is a military alliance,| 
so is the Rome-Berlin axis. But the statc- 
ment has an even greater significance. It 
makes it quite clear, once and for all, that| 
the attempts of both Germany and Italy’ since| 
October last, cunningly designed not to in-| 
fringe the Munich understanding, to weaken| 
Anglo-French understanding, have completely’ 
failed, and that the relationship between the| 
‘two nations is stronger than ever before, if 
that were possible. 

From every point of view that is most 
satisfactory. Even more satisfactory are the! 
other implications to be scen in this declara- 
tion. During last week, there was a number| 
of statements made by British leaders con- 
cerning the excellent progress that had been. 
made with the rearmament programme. 
Pleasing as those announcements were, Mr. 
Chamberlain has underscored then by the! 
very definite manner in which he has pledged 
the country to an unqualified support for| 
France, The voice of authority is now back- 
ed with the necessary force, sufficient or very 
nearly suflleient to meet all contingencies, and 
this forthright statement of Britain's inten- 
ions is ample corroboration of that fact. 
Phat in itself may be the best augury for! 
peace. ‘The time is past when the preponder- 
ance of power gave the Rome-Berlin axis| 
the advantage. There is a closer approach to} 
a balance of power than has existed in 
Europe for some years past, and as time goes 
on the temptation to embark upon a military 
venture becomes less and less enticing. For 
the rest it remains to be seen just what 
demands Italy will ultimately make. Those| 
which have been put forward unofficially do| 
not seem to present any very real difficulties! 
80 far as an equitable compromise is concern- 
‘ed, but it has been made plain that whatever 
concessions France may be prepared to make, 

nd there is no indication at the moment that! 
she is prepared to make any, will be of her 
‘own volition, and no longer’ entirely under 
the threat of war which previous uncertainty, 
may have made appear so formidable. The| 
Entente has politically placed itself’ in a’ 
Posture of defence. The initiative is now in 
the hands of Signor Mussolini and there will 
be much speculation as to what will be his| 
first move. The general stiffening of the demo- 























cratic front in western Europe, the 
sympathetic support which emanates from| 
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Washington, are to be taken as having a' 
‘most important bearing upon future develop- 
ments, and if Signor Mussolini finds his| 
self-imposed’ tasks somewhat more difficult 
than Herr Hitler did last year no une will be| 
particularly surprised. The time factor has| 
been operating in favour of Britain and 
France, and the breathing spac> which has| 
been gained since OcteLer last may still prove} 
the decisive factor in favour of peace. 








AMERICA PREPARES 
Feb. 9. 

‘The unanimous decision of the Military 
Affairs Committce of the U.S. House of| 
Representatives to approve the Bill authoriz- 
ing the Goverment to spend $376,000,000 for 
the furtherance of President Roosevelt's 
defence schemes is decided feather in his! 
‘cap, for short of some unforeseen accident the 
Bill should very quickly become law. The! 
Committee by its striking action calls attention 
fo jhe remarkable development which has| 
taken place in the United States during the’ 
last year, involving a change of sentiment on. 
the subject of military prepardness which 
has its own particular significance. There 
can be very little doubt but that the events 
which have occurred in Europe, and in the| 
Far East have awakened the citizens of the 
United States to the peril in which they may 
ultimately find themselves, unless they arc’ 
fully equipped to defend their rights wherever 
they may be threatened, and itis to be un- 
derstood that the nation is more completely 
behind the President on the subject than has,

doctrine of prepardness. ‘The general result| 
of the whole movement is that President, 
Roosevelt can expect to meet only the op- 
position of a few groups of diehard pacifists 
whose numbers are not likely to have any. 
very great effect upon the outcome of the! 
debates in Congress. . The United States has 
been brought to a realization of the futility 
of refusing to recognize the importance of 
‘modern trends, and, whether its citizens like 
it or not, they are having borne in upon 
them all the significance of the policies of the 
{otalitarian states, which in the Jong run must 
imperil the American position not only in the| 
Eastern hemisphere but even on their very] 
doorstep. 

This is demonstrated by a number of im- 
portant points. The opposition which has 
bbeen voiced in the United States to the return 
of colonies in South Africa to the Germans, 
thus providing bases from which America 
might be threatened, the number of cases of 
espionage carried out by Germans in the| 
United States and the Panama Canal, and the’ 
almost discourteous manner in which Japan 
is treating American representations concern- 
ing the infringement of rights and interests. 
in the Far East are but a few of the facts. 
which have had so striking an effect upon. 
public opinion in the United States. Mr. 
Roosevelt sees in the threats which are: 
levelled against western democracies by the 
‘tolalitarian states, threats which concern 
the United States as well, and that the 
frontiers of American democracy are in 
Europe, is a truth which can no longer be} 
glozed over. As a result he has committed 
himself to a policy, which, carried to its logical 
‘conclusion, should make the United States the| 
‘most. powerful nation in the world, and 
certainly one whose opinions will no longer. 
bbe cavalicrly treated as they appear to be at 
present. ‘There is some opposition being 
‘offered to the Vinson Bill for the creation of 
new naval and air bases, and particularly 
the harbour and airport’ developments. at 
Guam, but there is no reason to believe that 
‘that opposition will prove any more effect 
than that which has been offered to the Bill 
Just recently approved by the Military Affairs. 
Committee. It is, therefore, to be believed. 
that at any rate for the time being President 
Roosevelt will continue to command the sup= 
ort of most sections of Congress in his policy 
bf so equipping the United States 
necessary armaments as to give the voice of 
the country in international affairs that degree 
of authority most appropriate to its greatness. 
‘That this will prove decidedly unpalatable to. 
Ja very large section of the American public 
seems inevitable, but it is only in prepardness: 
‘against all eventualities that the United States 
‘can hope to find that security which it 
naturally desires. 


Care, however, should be taken to avoid 
any conclusion that this departure necessarily 
means any real change in American foreign 
policy. It has already been emphasized by. 
Mr. Roosevelt that this is not the case, and 
that the traditional lines will be followed in 
‘this connection, at least until circumstances 
irresistibly force departure from them. Tt 
‘can, nevertheless, be safely stated that the 
‘old policy of isolationism is doomed. It has 
been brought in upon the consciousness of the 
United States that its position as a world 
power, with many 
interests, all of which may at one time or 
other need protection, scattered all over the 
globe, demands that ‘ts government should 
be fully prepared at all times to protect it.

The United States cannot withdraw into itself 
and let the rest of the world yo where it wills, 
There are still many people who wish that 
such were possible, for it would be a most 
comfortable state of affairs, but, conditions 
being what they are, President Roosevelt has 
seen the impossibility of any such proceeding 
‘and the necessity of fitting the nation to as 
sume the responsibilities which are being 
forced upon it. ‘Thus while the United States 
may never desire again'to engage in a war 
in Europe, the facts thal this has already 
oceurred Once, and that circumstances may 
oblige her one of these days to repeat that 
performance, make this latest development 
in America of very considerable importance. 
‘The democratic nations, fully armed ‘as they 
should soon be, represent still the most potent 
foree in the world; the balance of power is 
very decidedly in their favour, ‘The stronger 
they are the more certain the prospects of 
peace, an armed peace it is true, but even 
that is better than none at all. It'is one of 
the paradoxes of the present situation that it 
is probably only by the route of armament 
will disarmament ever be reached. It is an 
unfortunate one at that; but with a powerful 
America brought into being the chances of 
the success of policies designed to perpetuate 
amity will be decidedly greater than they are 
now, the only real gleam of hope in all this 
unfortunate scramble for arms, 











AN OLD STORY 
Feb. 10, 

With the outbreak of another crime wave 
in Shanghai, the local Japanese press is in= 
ulging in one of thelr well-known attacks 
upon the Shanghai Municipal Police, ‘The 
“Tairiku Shimpo,” on Wednesday, led 
off with a sharp criticism of the Police for 
not having up to the present apprehended 
the men responsible for the assassinations in. 
the International Settlement recently, alleging 
that the authorities are not animated with 
any sincerity in their search for the culprits 
guilty of outrages within the Settlement, and 
on the extension roads, Yesterday" the 
“Shanghai Mainichi” followed up the attack 
by alleging “incompetency" and “pretence' 
fon the part of the police in dealing with the 
wave of terrorism, alleging that, despite 
official assertions, the authorities seem to be 
allowing the political assassins {0 run amok. 
‘These allegations come strangely from news- 
Papers of a nationality whieh, only a few 
short nfonths ayo, was permitiing criminals 
to operate out of Hongkew to assassinate men 
who remained loyal to the Chinese Govern 
ment. ‘The remarkable disclosures which 
took place on August 13 last, showing con- 
clusively who were behind much of the dis 
‘order which had existed up to that time, 
places the events which occurred in the early 
art of last year in a most singular light, 
and while at the present time no public 
‘evidence is available that Japanese-sponsored 
agents provocateurs are at work, the ex- 
perience of last year docs not justify the 
possibility of such a fact being ignored, It 
4s not alleged that such is the ease at present, 
but the history of the past eighteen months 
does not permit of this possibility being over- 
looked. ‘The fact that the vietims up to the 
present have been in some ‘or other 
connected with the Japanese, or the Japanese 
sponsored City Government ‘may mean a lot 
‘or nothing, for there ate reasons to believe 
that some of the murders are purely factional 
and not necessarily concerned with an antl 
traitor campaign much as has been suggested, 
‘The murders and outrages which have 
committed may be divided into two 
classes;—those which have occurred within 
the Settlement limits, and those others which 
have taken place on’ outside roads running 
through territory which is supposed to be 
under the control of the City Government of 
Shanghai. With regard (o the former there 
is not one scintitla of evidence to show that 
the Shanghai Municipal Police are not pur- 
suing their investigations with the greatest of 
energy. ‘The arrests and round-ups, which 
have been effected during the past week or 
80, are the completest possible justifleation. 
for the contention that everything possible is 
being cone with commendable efliciency, No 
police foree in the world ean be expected to 
‘anticipate, and thwart the aets of criminals, 
‘These latter have all the advantage of the 
tive, and the conditions under which 
these recent murders have been committed 
are not productive of chanees for those early 
solutions which in their considered caprice 
the Japanese journals seem to demand, But 
it has to be pointed out that the Police have 
in the past succeeded in dealing with crime 
waves in circumstances which have done 
them infinite credit, and there is not the 
slightest reason to believe that in the final 
event the war whieh Uiey are waging upon 
these criminals will have any different result 
than in the past. To indulge in allegations 
of “incompetence” and lack of “sincerity” as 
these Japanese journals are doing, is but to 
esort to that type of rhetorie which by con- 
wwal reiteration during the past eighteen 
‘months has acquired y familiar and un- 
convincing sound. To accuse men who daily 
risk their lives in combatting erime of th 
nature of “pretence” is completely to fail, 
whether wilfully or not, to realize the very 
real dangers which these ‘men are running 
in the defence of the community, and to sug- 
gest that they are not really ‘desirous of 
bringing these criminals to book is wantonly 
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to close the eyes to what must be very patent 
facts, It may safely be expected that. the 
deeds of the Municipal Police, will, as they 
hhave in the past, very soon rob the words of 
these two journals of whatever passing signi-| 
ficanee their authors may consider them to| 
possess. 

‘The outrages which have occurred on the 
outside roads represent a very different prob-| 
Jom. In territory, under the Japanese spon 
sored City Government of Shanghai, condi 
tions have been allowed to deteriorate to such 
ain extent that the area bounded by. the 
settlement limits and the railway has become: 
an Alsatia, for all the rogues and thieves of 
Shanghai are attracted there by the wholesale| 
iMlegal_ gambling which is being earried on 
Uunblushingly, if not with the consent of th 
authorities ‘Yesponsible, at least with their 
connivance. The efficieney of the police foree 
in that area may be best exemplified by an 
oceuivence of a few wecks ago. The Muni- 
tipal Police suceceded in effecting the arrest 
of a number of suspicious characters. A de- 
mand was made that they should be handed| 
over to the Chinese authorities, and this was 
done. Ina comparatively short while it was| 
reported that some of those men had escaped. 
If this is competence the word must be| 
acquiring an entirely new connotation, if it 
is an example of sincerity the term’ must] 
Ihave a meaning entirely different from that| 
given it in the ordinary dictionaries, and if 
it may not actually be connivance then the| 
‘word has entirely lost its meaning. If there 
hhas, been any co-operation between the City 
Government of Shanghai and the Police of 
the International Settlement, this one ex- 
ample is a striking indication of its real 
merits. The: facts are that, because of the! 
peculiarity of the situation, the International 
Police are sadly hampered in dealing with} 
‘the evil elements living in the area In ques- 
tion, while at the same time there appears| 
to be no real desire on the part of the 
Chinese authorities to remedy a state of affairs} 
Which is a crying disgrace. "It is necessary to 
write strongly. For what appear to be 
political reasons the members of the Municip~ 
4 Police Force are being attacked in a man- 
ner which has about it not one vestige of 
justice, It may be that in Japanese eyes the 
newspapers. in question are building up o 
ease against the force, but those Journals 
may rest assured that it carries no convie~ 
tion in the eyes of others less prejudiced, 





























THE POPE PASSES 
Feb, 11, 

“Nemo impetrare potest a papa butlam 
‘munquam moriendi® wrote Thomas & Kempis, 
and as to ordinary mortals the Pope cannot 
grant a dispensation against ever dying, so 
also has the Supreme Pontiff eventually to} 
bow before the dictates of mortality. Pope 
Pius XL is ded. The man who after but 
about six months as a cardinal rose in 
February, 1922, to the supremacy under God 
of the Roman Catholic Church has gone to 
give an account of his stewardship during 
seventeen of the most important years 
through which the world has ever passed. 
‘Phe man of an iron constitution, tron 
‘will and an iron memory, as one biographer 
describes him, has been relieved of the heavy 
duties of his'high office, and a full life of 
eighty-two years has been rounded out. 
‘What type of man Achille Ratti was may best 
be ascertained from what has been written 
of him and his history. At a very carly 
age, even before reaching his ‘teens, the boy 
gave every promise of « vrilliant career, su 
coeding in everything to which he applied 
himself with his characteristic determination 
Originally he showed a particular liking for 
mathematies, and natural science, but, once 
he had decided upon a theological bent, he 
followed his religious studies. regularly ‘and 
assiduously, tuning thereafter to the positive 
sciences only as an agreeable reereation. 
‘Three years after celebrating his first Mass 
the man, who was ullimately to become Pope, 
yelurned to Milan taking up an appointment 
as a professor in the theological seminary, 
teaching suered eloquence. According to his 
students he possessed no great oratorical 
powers himself, but this failing was more 
than campletely offset by his vast culture, 
artistic taste and unfailing courtesy. ‘Those 
days in Milan were stormy ones for strong 
currents of opposing thought were sweeping 
the country, with Liberals and Clerical 
Liberals ranged against the supporters of| 
‘the most extreme ideas in religion, philosophy. 
‘und polities, But Dr. Ratti would have none | 
of them, His sympathies were with the} 
Liberals. But the rule of his life was al- 
‘ways obedience to the ecclesiastical powers, 
and he refused to take any part in these 
struggles, just as he also held himself aloof 
from the furious controversy which raged 
around Modernism during the reign of Pius X. 

Dr, Ratti displayed the quiet faith of the 
true believer and the docility of the priestly’ 
spirit, winning at one and the same time the 
respect of the whole of laity, and the highest 
esteem of all groups of the clergy. It is a 
singular fact that though he had only been 
raised to the cardinalate some six months, 
and was a very junior member of that order, 
upon the death of Benedict XV it was gener- 
ally foreseen that he would be his successor. 
His conciliatory attitude, it was argued, 



































marked him out as the candidate who would | 


succeed in tactfully solving the difficulties, 
‘with which the Church was confronted every~ 
where, and especially in the newly-formed 











Slates, and it came to hum to solve the great~ 
est problem of all. In his first year as Pope! 
he brought up the Roman Question and there! 
ensued the protracted negotiations which 
finally: led to the signature of the Lateran| 
‘Treaty on February 11, 1929, thereby settling 
the grave issue which, since 1849, had direct-| 
ly affected the Italian State and the Vatican, 
‘and indirectly all Catholics and the various| 
civilized Powers. ‘The Pope had justified the| 
opinion of Cardinal Mercier, Primate of| 
Belgium, given the day after the election of 
Pius XI, that the relations between Italy and| 
the Holy See would be modified with the| 
advent of the new Pope. When it was sug- 
gested to him that the matter would not be| 
easy, Cardinal Mercier replied:—"Il a des| 
idées larges!" The reaching of an under-| 
standing between the Church and the Itallan| 
‘State was one of the outstanding features of 

reign which Is crammed full of important 
events, and the sobriquet which has been| 
given him of “Prince of Conciliation,” could 
hardly have been better applic 

But his priestly docility, his desire for! 
conciliation did not prevent him from rebuk- 
ing wrong when he considered it necessary, 
‘and in general his attitude to some of the 
burning questions of the day has been one] 
of uncompromising firmness. It is apparent, 
from the manner in which he voiced opinions) 
upon matters which he as supreme head of] 
his church could not afford to ignore, that) 
he was at all times the stern defender of the 
right and a determined enemy of evil, a very’ 
veal commander of the Church militant. it 
is no small thing when the head of a Church] 
‘commanding the religious allegiance of some 
400,000,000 souls passes. His death is the 
finat reminder to the world of the man’s| 
humanity. In this instanee it is even more| 
for it is clear that since his serious illness] 
of two years,back, he has carried out his 
duties with an unflinching courage, refusing} 
to yield to the weakness which because of| 
poor health and advanced age beset him. 
His death will be regretted not only by his 
‘own flock, but by the world at large which 
can ill afford to lose such men in times such 
a3 these. In the space of a very few days, 
with all the historic ceremony which hedges| 
the choosing of a new Pontiff, a conclave of| 
cardinals will select {rom amongst their num~ 
ber the man who is to follow him. Until 
that choice is finally made there will be much| 
speculation as to the qualities of the new! 
Pope, but, if the Cardinals act as wisely this} 
month as they did seventeen years ago when’ 
selecting Cardinal Ratti, there need be no| 
fear that the affairs of the Roman Catholic! 
Chureh will suffer by this great man’s death. 
He will be faced with serious problems which 
Pope Pius's passing leaves still unsolved, but 
the dead Pontiff has so clearly established! 
the policy of the Church, spiritual as well 
as temporal that no great change is to be| 
expected. For the moment, however, it is! 
suffleient to let Roman Catholics who are! 
mourning the loss of so eminent a man, know 
that there is every sympathy with them in| 
thelr bereavement. ‘They have lost a really’ 
inspiring leader, and a man who has served) 
his God and his Church in a manner which 
has made history. 























SEIZURE OF HAINAN 
Feb. 13. 


‘The seiaure of Waichow Island in the Gulf 
of Tongking, and about thirty miles south of 
on January 31, was the first proof 
of the’ invasion of those walers by  the| 
Japanese, and to some extent might have! 
tbeon regarded us notice of Japanese inten- 
tions with regard to Hainan. With Waichow 
Istand as a base the Japanese were perfectly 
well able to command the northern end of 
the Gulf of Tongking, and for this reason it 
is contended that the occupation of Hainan| 
Island is in fact unnecessary from a naval 
point of view. At a time when various] 
military preparations on the European con- 
tinent suggest the proximity of another crisis, 
Japan has seized the opportunity to secure 
this important strategic point, reyardless of! 
her solemn commitments to France as record 
ed in the Franco-Japanese exchange of notes| 
in 1907. It is understood that the Bri 
and French governments are instructing] 
their Ambassadors in Tokyo to * enquire 























of the Japanese Government the rea 
sons for, character and duration of the 
‘occupation, and it is upon the reply received| 


that their future policy regarding the matter] 
vill be decided. ‘The terms of the Franco- 
Japanese Noles of 1907 do not alone cover| 
the matter. Since last June the Japanese] 
have on several occasions given hints that at 
some time or other they might, for military 
Feasons have to consider landing on Hainan, 
but have always accompanied those hints with’ 
the assurance that no permanent occupation is} 
intended. The number of assurances whi 
Japan has given with regard to the China in- 
cident are legion, and the total of those which 
have upto the present not been honoured is| 
imilar in number. It is consequently to be 
‘anticipated that this “temporary” occupation| 
of Hainan Island will have about it that de- 
gree of permanency which ‘will be wholly) 
unacceptable to either Great Britain or} 
France, and it may be accepted as just an-| 
other of those incidents which have been| 
piling up during these last eighteen months 
id contributing to the deterioration of a 
already unfortunate. 





























‘The attitude of the Japanese press in the 
ter is as significant as it is interesting. 








The “Kokumin Shimbun” trots out the| 
threadbare argument of the 1907 agreement| 
being bascd upon the Nine Power Pact, and| 
that as that document virtually colonized| 
China it was not adaptable to the present| 
situation in East Asia from a moral point of| 
view. The idea of any Japanese journal| 
seeking to defend anything which Japan has| 
done or is doing from a moral point of view] 
is decidedly refreshing, though the rest of| 
the contention follows’ lines which are be- 
‘coming all too familiar. The same journal. 
‘after referring to the geographical relation 
ship between Hainan Island and Singapore: 
slates that the Japanese landing “is giving| 
a final chance to Great Britain, for her re-| 
‘consideration of the Japanese intention to 
establish peace in East Asia.” If this means 
anything at all it must surely mean that in 
the newspaper's view Japan intends perman- 
ently to occupy the island interposing what} 
may ultimately become a fortified post. be-| 
tween Singapore and Hongkong, and  afford-| 
Ing a suitable base from which to reach the| 
former. ‘That may not be the intention of| 
the Japanese Government at the moment, 
but ‘there is every possibility that such | 
situation may develope, for all statements 
regarding the absenco of any desire to avoid! 
territorial acquisition in China, are com-| 
pletely nullified by the fact that what Japan| 
designs for China is a subjection which is 
tantamount to it. It is but natural, inthe 
circumstances, that Great Britain should be 
showing considerable interest in the matter. 
If at any time there were people in White-| 
hall who believed that Japan would honour| 
her assurances concerning the respect she| 
would pay to the interests and rights of third 
party neutrals, they must surely have dis 
‘appeared by now. ‘The same process must 
‘also have taken place in France, who sees| 
her interests seriously threatened by the 
dominating influence Japan would be able to 
wield over Indo-China by what would pra 
cally mean naval control of that colony's: 
coastline from an easily accessible island, 


What reply Japan will make to the re- 
presentations which are to be made remains! 
to be seen. Judging from all that has hap-| 
pened in the past Britain and France will be| 
informed that the reasons for the landing! 
were military, and the character purely! 
temporary, while the additional assurance 
will in all’ probability be given that Japanese| 
forces will be withdrawn as soon as. peace| 
has been brought to China. It is most prob- 
able that neither Whitehall nor the Quail 
Orsay will be satisfied by this. They will 
be more than usually credulous if they arc, 
but in the meantime it does not look as| 
though they, with their preoccupations closer| 
at home, will be able to do much about it in| 
the comparatively near future. But it is a 
comforting thought that British and French| 
policies are long-sighted, that ultimately. 
there will have to be a seitlement of all the| 
questions which are being raised by Japan's! 
behaviour, and that when that time comes| 
they will 'be speaking with that authority in 
the Far East of which they are at present] 
temporarily deprived. There is yet one fur- 
ther aspect of the matter which has to be| 
borne in mind, Since the fall of Hankow 
and Canton there has been comparatively’ 
little new in Japan's campaign in China. The 
landing on Hainan may be regarded as a use-| 
ful device to maintain the interest of the 
Japanese public in a war which is beginning] 
to pall upon them. It is for that reason that 
the Japanese press has been “playing it uy 
Yet it is nothing in the nature of a military 
or naval triumph, for it is apparent that the! 
place was very lightly held by the Chinese, 
who were not present in sufllcient strength 
to offer anything in the nature of resistance, 
a view which is corroborated by the reports 
of the Japanese themselves. It was not even. 
necessary that the island should have been. 
taken, for as it has already been pointed 
out, Japan after the seizure of  Waichow| 
Island was in a position completely to con- 
trol the northern portion of the Gulf of 
Tongking, through which it was alleged sup- 
plies were still reaching the Chinese forces, 

nd if the Japanese navy are unable to est- 
ablish a complete blockade of that portion 
of the coast, the mere occupation of Hainan 
will render ‘them no particular assistance in 
this respect. 









































VALENTINE’S DAY 
Feb. 14. 

Of the large number of sainted Valentines, 
the festival of two falls on the same day, 
February 14, the one a Roman priest impri- 
soned for succouring persccuted Christians, 
‘who was subsequently converted and clubbed| 
to death, even though he restored the sight! 
of his jailer’s daughter, and tlre other the| 
bishop of Terni. Both’ appear to have be-| 
longed to the same period, both died on the 
some day and both were buried on the Via| 
Flaminia but at different distances from 
Rome. They do not appear to have had 
anything to do with the fact that today was| 
‘once a real lovers’ day, for that seems to| 
have been connected with the worship of Juno| 
Just about this time of the year. It was the 
custom in old England to draw lots for| 
lovers on St. Valentine's Day, the person 
drawn being given a present, sometimes| 
very expensive, but most generaily a pair of 











gloves. Later only greeting cards were sent, 
sentimental, humorous or merely vulgar, 
It is probably a good thing that the custom 
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hhas died out, but there are still some who 
remember the ingenious and very orate 
‘cards which were all the vogue on such an 
occasion. Actually this article should have 
eon written by the author of the Country 
Diary, for further consideration of today 
Teads’ well into his territory. Chauéer in 
his “Parliament, of Foules" records “For thi 
was on seynt Valentynes day, when every 
foul cometh ther to chese his make.” If 
Chaucer was a little rocky on the subject of 
spelling the Pastons showed little iimprove- 
ment nearly a century later:—And cosyn, 
uuppon Fryday is Sent Valentynes Day and 
every brydde chesyth hym a make.” Gay, 
he of “The Beggar's Opera,” writes of “East 
Valentine, the day when birds of kind their 
paramours with mutual chirping find.” TL 
really would seem that if England had deve- 
oped a calendar, somewhat after the style 
of the Chinese, February 14 would undoubt- 
tcly be dubbed “The day of excited ornitho- 
Jogists.” But probably they would have 
been excited well before, as it is already on 
record in a recent issue of this Journal that 
some birds locally have already chosen their 
tates and are busily engaged in producing 
miles. 


Indeed only a little extra research shows 
that Chaucer’ was somewhat arbitrary in his 
statement, for another English proverb has 
it that not until the frst of March do the 
crows begin to search for their mates, and 
there is still more evidence to show that no 
matter how great a poct he was as a 
naturalist he was hardly in the front rank. 
Connection between Valentine's Day and 
bird life does not, however, end hore, Ray 
in 1078, had it that “On ‘Valentine's Day 
will a good goose lay. If she be a good 
goose her dame well to pay, she will lay two 
ges before Valentines Day." It has been 
thought by some authorities that it is a bit 
hard to expect geese to keep track of the 
calendar in order to comply with the rule, 
and it is now held that failure of any goose 
to lay two eggs before the prescribed date 
no longer reflects upon her moral character. 
Which merely serves to show that a greater 
degree of justice is being done to the bird 
whose end is so often wrapped up with an= 
other saint's day, that of St. Michael. But 
the activity of the birds on this occasion is 
paralleled by the agriculturist. He is ex= 
horted “On St. Valentine's Day cast beans 
in clay, but on St. Chad sow good or bad,’ 
while another English proverb has it * 

Valentine set thy hopper by mine” and as 
the hopper is merely a seed basket, the 
general idea seems to be that sowing should 
commence today, and be finished for good 
or evil by the day of St, Chad, though why 
he, to whom Bede gave a beautiful character, 
should have been dragged into it, it Is dif- 
cult to see. It all fits in with the scheme 
of English farming. ‘The frst Monday after 
‘Twelfth Night, “Plough Monday" saw the 
farmhands return to work after thelr Christ~ 
mas holidays, but before doing so they drag- 
ged their plough from door to door in the 
Parish soliciting “plough-money” to spend on 
@ final frolic ‘before going back to their 
annual task of turning the good earth over. 
That being done St. Valentine became the 
next saint's day to mark new progress in 
their work, a day when not only lovers, but 
birds, and even yeomen sowers had to com= 
mence getting bu 


And so back to the lovers, Some will 
probably remember the sickly ballad. sun 
hot so many years ayo, when such things 
‘were more popular than they are now, which 
commenced !— 
HL be your sweetheart, If you mine 
All my’ fe ‘TH be your vatending, 
Bluebells Sve gathered, Keep thein and be 
true, 
‘When''m a man, my plan will be to marty 
‘yOu, 
Very obviously this song could not have been 
written for today, for bluebelis in Eng 
land during February are about as scarce ais 
hhen’s teeth or equally rare phenomena, Why 
the poor girl should have to ecept and keep 
Dlucbells, anyhow, as a pledge of her love 
for the swain is by no means clear, for it 
memory serves these partigulur flowers soon 
have a sorry look when onee. plucked, and 
a straggly stem of ‘them ‘would be a" poor 
carnest of the very permanent affeetion 
the young man is avowing. Bul talking of 
Jove and marriage, Chapman in his “Non-

Race Course Closure 


‘The closure of the Racecourse Recreation 
Grounds Inst week-end has inspired criticism 
in the correspondence columns. ‘The facts of 
the case are simple. The grounds were ine 
spected by the ground offcials on Frday eve- 
ning and, owing to their sodden condition, it 
‘was, resoived to close them for the week-cnd. 
During last week the weather was unsettled 
fand rainy. Little could be done by the ground 
staff except ‘mopping up to accelerate drying 
and though Friday was n sunny day there was 
ttle drying quality in the alr. On Saturday 
the subsoil was stil saturated, though the sur~ 
face was drying up in patches. ‘The Committee, 
therefore, decided to close the ground for the 
week-end to soccer, rugby and hockey, but to open 
iti possible on Sunday for golf. This’ programme 
carried out, On Sunday there was a 
marked Improvement in surface conditions and 
‘though raking was possible rolling was out of 
‘the question. Matches were arranged for the 
previous Sunday, January 29, and on Saturday 
night there was “every” expectation that the 
‘ground would be playable. On Sunday, how- 
fever, rain fell during the morning, but despite 
the ‘unfavourable conditions it was resolved to 
allow them to be played rather than cancel 
* fixtures at the last moment. The secretary of 
the SFA, stated on Feb, 8 that this had been 
A most Successful season, 8 out of the 90 
matches scheduled on the Recreation Ground 
having been played.

Question of Publicity 

‘The statement issued by the Shanghai Muni- 
cipal Council on the complaint made by the 
Japanese Consul-General with reference to 
recent acts of terrorism is interesting from two 
points of view. ‘Tho first is that the ratepayers 
aro now fully acquainted with the attitude of 
the Council in the matter, thereby helping to 
remove all misunderstandings, and the other 
concerns the Council's position with regard to 
publicity. Past experience has shown, especially 
since. the commencement of hostilities around 
‘Shanghai, that in dealing with the Council, the 
Japanese authorities have not maintained always 
the same reticence as the former. It may safely 
bbe sald that on many occasions when the 


Japanese authorities have made representations | 


to the Council they have very soon afterwards 
allowed to become public their version of what 
has Avanspired. ‘That proved to be the case in 
this instance, and a. wrong. impression was 
created which it is now sought to remove. That 
Jg always a difficult task, for misrepresentation 
‘once slarted is very difleult to overtake. Tn 
‘the cireumstanees, therefore, it is suggested that 
unless the Cauncil can obtain assurances of 
secrecy—and it is not wholly desirable that 
they should—some positive policy should be 
adopted whereby communiqués should be issued 
acquainting the public of what is happening. 
‘The statement issued on Sunday is a. wholly 
admirable exposé of the Council's stand in the 
matter, and places the whole subject before the 
public in its proper light. It would have been 
infinitely more valuable it it had been possible 
to publish it simultaneously with what was given 





out by the Japanese, for it fixes thelr respon 
ibility in the matter, and emphasizes the im- 
possibility for the police satisfactorily to deal 
With the existing state of affairs in the absence 
‘of that degree of co-operation which the 
‘Municipal Council has, in the circumstances, 
‘every reason to expect. It is strongly urged 
that in such a case as this the interests of 
the Couneil and the ratepayers are best served 
by the immediate issuance of a communiqué. 
‘Such a practice, if adopted, would remove much 
danger of misunderstanding and give a clear 
Idea of what is going on. 








Shadow Boxing

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Recognition of Franco? 

‘The question of British recognition of General 
Ireanco’ resime, in. Spain, is somewhat com 
plicated by the bombing ot Ainores, by Tisllan 
Planes, during the visit of AES. ‘Devonshire, 
aes eset wes, whero\it was, with the. con 
ent and ‘apreemest' of the rebel leader, nan 
ideavour fo bring pout te surrender of the 





sland to Spanish Nationalists. It is to be 
believed that these aeroplanes guilty of the 
bombing which almost hit the British war 
vessel acted in contravention of General 
Franco's wishes, and if this is indeed the case, 
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then the question naturally arises as to whether 
hhe is able to exercise that authority which it 
is necessary he should have if his government 
is to be recognized, or whether Italian interests, 
political as well as cconomie in Spain are to) 
[prevail over him. The fact that he is in con- 
{trol of a very large portion of Spain is support| 
for the contention that recognition should be 
granted, but if in fact he is unable to control, 
the Italian troops and aviators fighting for him, 
itis obvious that recognition would in the 
Jcircumstances be useless. There is another 
point on which Britain should receive satisfac- 
tory guarantees before proceeding to recognize 
JGeneral Franco, and that is that peace when it 
‘comes will not begin in a welter of horror and 
reprisals. There has been some anxiely caused 
by General Franco's statement that only cri- 
minals will be punished. The natural question 
will be as to what he ‘regards as a criminal, 
The definition is far too wide, and might permit 
‘of large numbers of people being the victims 
fof punishment merely because, like General 
Franco and his men, they fought for the ideals 
they held. If such men are to be punished, as 
it Is feared they will be, then large numbers. 
may expect to become the objects of General 
Franco's revenge. The fear that this will be the 
‘case has already been expressed by the Republi- 
lean leaders in Madrid, and is given as one of 
the reasons why Republican resistance should 
continue to the very end. Nothing should be 
[done by the British Government to encourage 
that attitude, for it is decidedly in the interests 
‘of the Spaniards themselves that an early ter~ 
mination chould now be put to the struggle. 
Actually the answer lies with General Franco. 
¢-he would abandon all his threats of reprisals, 
even against those he brands as criminals, and 
apparently there are so many of them,” and 
grant a general amnesty in the event of the 
Republicans laying down thelr arms, he would 
be acting with that degree of humanity which 
might very. well Indueo his opponents to give 
Up What appears now to be a fruitless struggle. 
If on the other hand the supporters of the} 
Republican Government have nothing but the 
prospect of severe reprisals being made upon 
them for their loyally to their governors, then 
there will be nothing left but to ght to the 
fend, a sickening prospect in the light of all 
‘that Spain has suffered up to the present.

Japanese Efforts to

Peiping, Jan. 29. 

During the last few" days the’ 
JJapanese press and ‘ news-agencies 
[have been full of reports that Marshal 
Wu Pel-fu was at last really and, 
‘truly emerging from his retirement. 
One has heard this story so often: 
that it is impossible not to be a little 
sceptical, knowing that the wish has| 
‘so often’ been the father to the 
Japanese thought, But this time the 
‘story ‘was a little different: he was 
no longer to emerge as the full- 
fledged head of a new state or gov- 
ernment, but in the more modest and| 
much vaguer role of High Pacificator, 
In order to “pacify” the tiresome| 
‘guerillas in North China. 

‘AL the time of writing these lines, 
there has, however, been no oficial 
confirmation of the fact that Wu has 
accepted any post. On the contrary, 
the Japanese press-offcer here, who| 
on Friday had warned foreign cor- 
respondents to stand by for a very 
important — politieal announcement 
within the "following twenty-four 
hours, on Sunday notified them that 
the announcement had been in- 
definitely postponed. Circles in touch 
with the Marshal stoutly deny that| 
he has agreed to anything. It is said 
that, when Mr. Liang Hung-chih was 
up here recenily, he and Mr. Wang 
Ke-min very unwillingly—as was 
perhaps not unnatural—but under the 
Strongest pressure from Japanese 
military quarters, called on Marshal 
Wu and ‘urged him 0 assume the 
leadership. of a new government in 
North China. 

Wu Refuses 


Wu definitely refused all proposals, 
and a few general remark of his as| 
to the desirability of restoring peace| 
to China at an early date, were con~ 
veyed by his two visitors as a hint| 
to the Japanese that the Marshal 
Would accept the role of Pacificator. 

‘Even, if in the long run, Morshai’ 
‘Wu does come out in this new role, 
it would seem that many foreigners | 
mostly those of the “Old China 
Hand” type—and the Japanese are| 
aseribing rather more importance to| 
[such a move than the facts warrant. 
Japanese circles consider Wu the| 
only man possible for the job, be- 
feause The “has friendly feelings for 
‘us Japanese” and because he is highly, 
respected among his own country~ 
men. But it must not be forgotten| 
that Wu made a most tremendous | 
ferash about a dozen oF more years 
‘ago, one of the worst crashes that 
‘any’ public man has ever suffered on | 
the political stage of China, and that 
since then he has been completely. 
‘out of politics, occupied with writing 
[Chinese poetry, the study of Buddhism| 
fand other abstruse subjects. 

‘Much water has flowed down the! 
Yellow and Yanglze rivers _since| 
those days, and the Japanese activi- 
ties in China during the last 18| 
months, will hardly have tended to| 
make Wu's sudden conversion to the| 
]Japanese viewpoint acceptable 10 the! 
majority of ‘his countrymen. That 
he bimselt realizes this, seems fairly 
clecr from the fact that one of his| 
‘main conditions for working with the| 
‘Japanese was ‘the complete with 
Grawal of all Japanese troops in| 
North China. From this demand he 
has steadily refused to budge.

Wenchow Trade 
Threatened

Wenchow, Jan, 30. 

The trade of this port’ which has 
been steadily booming for several 
months may receive a set-back 
if the new order of the Central 
Government forbidding trade in 
‘certain named commodities with 
Japanese occupied territories is en- 
Torced strictly. Already local ‘mer~ 
‘chants ‘and ‘trading societies have 
Gespatched numerous telegrams petl= 
tioning the central government to re- 
lax. this new ruling. 

‘The traMle most to be affected will 
be that with Shanghal whieh has 
recently required regular calls by 
larger steamers such as never came 
to Wenchow before the war. Further 
evidence of the vastly multiplied bulk. 
of trade now passing through is the 
activity outside the East Gate where 
a new built up area has sprung up 
fon what were recently marshy fields, 
New wharves and new godowns are 
appearing all the time, and still the 
available godown space is cramped. 

If it should be that outside trade 
will not be forbidden or restricted 
but merely diverted 10 Hongkong, 
/Ningpo, and other China ports, ali 
this provision may still be necessary. 
This increase of trade benehts cer~ 
tain classes, but it has hit the com 
‘mon ‘people by raising food prices. 


‘Trade Boom 


When hostilities broke out in 1937 
‘everybody feared food shortages and 
rising prices, whereas the unexpected 
happened and food, because it could 
‘not be transported’ out of the area, 
became cheay) and plentiful, 

‘Now that Wenchow has been ex- 
pperiencing an unexpected boom in 
business, the people are suffering 
from a still more unexpected rise in 
the tolal cost of living. Rice is the 
searcest_ commodity, Other essential 
foodstuffs stich as ‘meat, fish, flour, 
fare correspondingly dearer fo buy. 
Many affirm that the cost. of living 
‘has doubled. Even firewood is dearer. 

‘The city people are happy to be 
Fid of a grave anxiety when drought 
threatened the countryside, City 
wells became. exhausted. Harassed 
house-wives would rise at midnight 
{o bail out of the well a little share 
of the dirty puddle of water that 
would trickle in during the night 
hours, A large trade was done with 
the water boats which brought in 
water from. the mountain streams. 
‘There was very little rain for three 
‘months, until, in the third week of 
Sanuary a good downpour fled many 
‘empty wells to the brim in as short 
8 time as twenty-four hours. 

Military conscription proceeds on 
ts heartless way. ‘The rules are 
being more strictly enforced. It is 
more difficult to escape by devious 
means, ‘There are many cases of 
voluntary, service, mostly amongst 
students. “There is @ training school 
for student volunteers situated some 
istance in the country, where some 
700 young men and women undergo 
rigorous training both physical and 
intellectual for a porid of | six 
‘months, with a view to undertaking 
teaching and propaganda work in 
other parts of China. Some may go 
to the fighting front. It is a Pro- 
vineial institution and therefore there 
ee students from widely seperated 
places, 

‘Their training scorns comforts. 
‘They sleep on the floor. ‘The food 
ig of the plainest.. They work hard. 
Only $7 is allowed per month, $4 of 
which is for food, even though some 
of them may have come from good 
homes, and be university graduates. 
Situated amongst hills In peaceful 
and Inspiring scenery, and away from 
city temptations, this ‘institution must 
make for high thinking and character 
building. "Physically these young 
people appear robust and healthy, 
feven though the khaki uniform sup- 
plied by the government is about as 
Lunprepossessing a creation as the 
military mind has ever dovised,

Planes Active in Hunan 


Many Killed and Injured at Changteh ; Governor| 
Resigns After Big Fire ; Hospital Staff Busy

Siangtan, Hunan, Jan, 18, 


FLONAN has come in for some pretty severe bombing recently, 
Changteh and Taoyuan being visited by Japanese planes on 


December 29, 


Whilst previous air- 





raids on those cities usually 


occurred in the morning, this particular visit by the Japanese 
bombers was made shortly after 2 o'clock on the afternoon of 


December 29, 


During the forenoon an alarm had been sounded and the 
populace had just returned to their homes from the near by coun- 


tryside, when the second alarm 


‘was given and soon afterwards, 


twelve bombers appeared over the city and bombs fell in rapid 


succession in 32 different places 


‘A fow bombs also fell outside the 
East and North gates. ‘The whole 
attack: was over’ in Tess than twenty 
minutes and shortly afterwards the 
injured were taken to the Presbyterian 
Hospital outside the East gate. Whilst 
the number of dead was 200, there 
‘were over 1,000 injured. 


100 Houses Destroyed 


‘The raid was terrible as the planes 
seemed {0 be dropping bombs almost 
indiscriminately, destroying over 100 
Houses. None of the mission build- 
Ings suffered however. A house 
adjoining the local offices of Arnhold 
& Coy ‘was completely demolished 
Whilst “the home of Mr. Rose, local 
‘manager of the firm, which was next 
door to the ruined building, escaped 
damage, Several coolies were killed 
fon the company’s wharf, however. 


‘A direct hit was also made on the 
post office but the damage was stight 
‘and only one person sustained minor 
injuries. 

‘At the East gate, a little womat 
‘whose arm had to be amputated, was| 
the sole survivor of @ family of five. 
‘A family of for was also killed 
near the river, 

‘The hospital has been a very busy 
place and the staff, which had been 
depleted considerably due to the 
evacuation, was taxed to the limit. 

‘Tao-yuan was bombed by the same| 
planes that had caused destruction 
in Changteh, some 50 bombs finding: 
targets within the elty.  Hanseo and| 
‘Teorehi were also visited by the same 
planes. In. Tao-yuan the first two 
bombs caused 9 building to go up in 
flames whilst four complete city 
blocks were wiped out by fire. 
‘Houses crashed and the yamen and! 
the electric light plant were among 
the buildings suffering from the| 
flames. Only the front part of tho| 
yamen was damaged, however 

Tn the city itsolf and in the vieinity 
of "Tao-yuan, over 4) crater holes| 
were counted by an eye-witness, 
‘Many were wounded and killed 
although no definite figures are as| 
yet avallable, 








People are Careless 
‘Unfortunately, the people have! 
become very careless about air-rald| 
alarms, sineo there had been no 
visit from Japanese planes. since a| 
very long ‘time. It_was believed,| 
however, that over 200 persons were| 
killed und some of the corpses have 
not yet been dug ott of the ruins. 
Of the 40 odd people that were wait- 
ing near the bath-house which is next 
door to the church, many are also 
believed to have been killed, 

A vory strange thing happened at 
the church fire, On the root of the 
church, two firofighters held out in 
fan atfempt to prevent the flames 
from spreading there but they had 
to descend as it became too hot for 
them. ‘The flames had almost reached 
the church when the wind changed 
suddenly and thus not only saved the 
church but also_a whole row, of 
houses, from certain destruction. The 
people, who had witnessed this 
spectacle began to yell “The church 
‘wan swel, the church wan swei.” 

Several’ days later, Hengyang was 
again bombed and the missiles fell 
over a large area’ ‘The magistrate's 
yamen, the Customs OMee and the 
Educational Bureau, were all 
destroyed by fire. One of the bombs| 
fell ina small campus of the Pres 
byterian Girls school, near the’ 
residence of Miss Lucinda Gernhardt. 

‘The dug-out, some fifly fect away 
from the campus, was. filled with 
people whilst others had taken re- 
fuge in the basement of the school. 
‘There were approximately 200 per- 
sons in the compound but not one 
was injured. Part of the compound 
wall_and, on the other side the 
garden wall, were destroyed. The 
crater of the bomb is seven feet deep 
‘and twelve fect In diameter. Right 
across the river the aeroplane re- 
palrshop was severely bombed as| 
‘were seven ,junks which all sank, 

‘The same day, bombs were dropped 
near Siangtan, probably at Chuchow,| 
whlch 1s the ‘railway junction.

Canton, Feb. 9. 


With the near approach of warm| 
weather, the Japanese authorities 
have started a health campaign, Free 
Inoculations against typhoid "and 
cholera have been made available to 
the Chinese public, while an army 
Of coolies has beon mobilized to give 
the streets of the city thelr first 
thorough cleaning sine’ the evacuation 
of the Chinese at the end of October. 
Boatlonds of refuse and dirt are be- 
Ing taken out of the city daily. 

It is reported that the Japanese in- 
tend shortly to begin the removal of 
the debris of the thousands of gutted 
houses in Canton, 

Although still unrecognizable from 
the city of old, conditions in Canton 
are gradually improving. Supplies of 
electricity and water are again avall- 
able ina greater part of the city, 
while several large Chinese hotels 
have reopened and are reported to, 
be doing fairly good business. 

Several schools have also been 
opened by the Japanese-fostered 
Peace Maintenance Commission, but 
‘they concentrate mainiy on the teach- 
ing of the Japanese language. 

‘The Japanese claim that more than 
600 students are now attending these 
schools, which are taught by teachers 
speclally brought from Formosa. 

Meanwhile, the only business done 
in Canton is'in the “looters' markets” 
so called because the articles on 
sale are generally believed to have 
been looted. Anything from a button, 
to a piano can be bought in these 
markets, which are well patronized by.

Haiphong is now being served by 
two British and two French lines 
Several other shipping companies 
hard hit by the cutting off of Can- 
ton, have applied for permission for 
their ships to dock here. 

‘A leading French shipping com- 
‘pany has appealed to the authorities 
{o refuse this request, declaring that 
the docking faellities in Haiphong 
‘are now belng fully utilized, 

Even in existing elrcumstances, it 
{s slated, it Is necessary to hold goods 
‘at Haiphong for several months 
before” they can be shipped 
to the interior, partly because the 
Haiphong-Kunming Railway, with its 
rather limited capacity, is unable to 
cope with present requirements. 


Goods Pilea UP 

1t is impossible to obtain enough 
storage space for incoming ‘cargo. 
‘The import godowns, as well as those 
used for storing export goods, are 
full, and there are several thousand 
eases piled up on the docks. 

‘Those goods which are being sent 
to the interior of ‘China, offcials 
there declare, consist of! factory 
‘materials only, and no breach of 
neutrality is involved In permitting 
thelr shipment, 

‘The port authorities are maintaining 
such a careful watch on all goods 
brought In, and at times have becn 
0 careful’ that considerable, delay 
hhas frequently been experienced by 
shippers in obtaining permits to send 
their Imports to the interior. 

Between 1,000 to 2,000 motor-cars, 
most of them of American make, are 
how awaiting transhipment on’ the 
docks here. A great_many of them 
were brought to Haiphong from 
Hongkong when it became impossible 
to send them via Canton, 

‘As the capacity of the Haiptiong- 
Kunming Railway is about only 100 
tons a train, it will be some time 
before these motor-cars can be 
shipped to thelr destination, —Kun- 
ming —Reuter,

Chinese Shot by Terrorists 


Police Without Clues Beyond Anti-Traitorous 
Tracts Found Near Victims ; Both Dead 


Shanghai, Feb. 8. 


WO more Japanese-employed Chinese were the victims of 

terrorists yesterday and both are now lying in the Mortuary, 
at Kiaochow Road whilst Crime Branch Headquarters is once more 
busy in an attempt to curb the activities, of what seems to be a 


well organized gang of gunmen. 


‘Tho first of yesterday's victims, 
was Tsu Khy-dang, the 37-year-old, 
chiet_of the Joss ‘paper section of 
the Tax Bureau of the “Reformed 
Government” which has offices at 
1095 Sinzn Road. Tsu, who is a na- 
tive of Chinghwa, had just lett his 
home’ at House 8, Lane 1039 and was 
proceeding west on Sinzn Road, on 
hhis way to offce at about 9.10 am. 
when hig. rickshaw-puller heard a 
number of shots fired. He turned 
round and saw blood streaming down 
hie master’s head. 

resuming that an attempt had 
been made on Tsu's life, the coolie 
roped the shafts and ran to seek 
cover. ‘The gunman, after having 
shot twice, both shots hitting the 
vietim, escaped in a westerly direc- 
tion. The assailant, according to 
the coolle. ware foreigm style clothes 
‘and that is the only clue which the 
pollee have for the moment, A

station and detectives were on the 
scene soon afterwards, picking up the 
Used cartridge cases and questioning, 
witnesses of the daring attempt 
Meanwhile ‘Tsu was rushed to the

the head and another in the back. 


Powerful Weapon Used 








One of the fatal bullets passed 
through the riekshaw and the cushion 
efore hitting the vietim and it was

‘must have been used. 

The wife, the infant child and 
mother of | deceased were being 
closely qusetioned by detectives at- 
tached to Bubbling Well station, 
throughout yesterday afternoon and 
sat crying on one of the benches in 
the detective omce. ‘The rickshaw 
puller who had managed to escape 

from the bold attack, was also 
sitting there and behind’ him on 
the wall, wasn smear of blood—a 
gtosome back-around to the murder.

No further details were released by 
the police yesterday evening al- 
though it was reliably Yearned that 
about 24 Japanese-cmployed Chinese 
hhave recently received threatening, 
Totters. in which they were advised 
that unless they discontinued their 
work with the Japanese, they would 
he killod. ‘The fotir men who have 
been shoi within the past few days 
fare all said to have received such 
Telters although investigating officials 
didnot confirm this.

Just how 
much ransom had been paid to secure 
hig freedom no-one knows but it was 
learnt from a reliable source that the 
amount was only $300. He went to

‘Terrorism Continues 


Feb. 9, 
‘The soate of terrorism which has 
engulfed Shanghai for weeks. past 
jeontinued yesterday when a political 
ssassination and another shooting 
took place in the Western outside 
ronds area, causing alarm among 
hundreds" of reildents. While 
the shootings were In territory 
nominally undér Japanese “Ta Tao” 
control, a section ef the Japanese 
‘press in Shanghal editorially took the 
'Shanehai Municipal Police to task for 
failure to apprehend the perpetrators 
Jat various recent political assassina- 
ions. two of which took place on 
February 7 and one on Feb. 6. Most 
lot these killings—of Chinese employed 
by the Japanese-sponsored elty ov 
Jerment—have been effected in areas 
where the Japanese military now has 
surisdietion. 

The man who was murdered yester= 

named Dong Chi-koh and 
was employed as_an Informer by a 
"Reformed Clty Government” detec- 
tive. He was waylaid by unidentified 
‘unmen in an alleyway off Brenan 
Road, about 50 yards from the Settle- 
ment’ highway.” Again the attackers 
made a thorough “job” of thelr work, 
wounding their man two or three 
times in vital places and caueing him 
fa die almost instantly. ‘The new 
‘City’ Government” nolice and ‘the 
Japanese military outhorities started 
fn ivestigation.

1B. Macnaghten, Vice-Chairman, ‘re- 
ports stated. 

‘Accompanied by Mr. S. Salo, Con- 
sul, Mr. Miura asked for a better 
maintenance of peace and order in the 
[Settlement, the reports added. Opin- 
fons were’ exchanged in conneeti 
with the recent wave of terrorism 
while the measures taken by the 
[Settlement police to combat the crime 
wave ‘were also discussed, it was 
stated. 

‘OMcials at the press conference last 
Inight did not reveal whether recent 
terrorism happenings in the Jessficld| 
area, outside the Municipal boun- 
ldaries, had been discussed, nor 
whether there had been any mention 
lof shots having been fired at Settle- 
ment police from outside Municipal 
roads in that ares, 

‘A similar request was made to the 
authorities of the French Concession, 
the reports continued. when the 
JJapanese Consul-General called upon 
IM. Bauder. French Consul-General. on 
the same day. Here Mr. Miura asked 
the French authorities to curd acts of 
terrorism in their area. Tt will be 
recated that the French Concession 
has been remarkably free from any 
facts of terrorism for some months. 

















Newspaper Attacks 


Meanwhile the Settlement police 
lore maintaining strict precautions in 
the border areas where Munleipal ter- 
ritory adjoins that controlled by the 
("Ta Tao" Government and where acts| 
Jot terrorism have occurred almost 
Jdaily of late. ‘These’ precautions, it 
is expected. will be continued for 
sometime to come until the reign of 
{terror in these areas subsides.

As dusk came yesterday, Shanghai 
had experienced a day ' strangely 
without any of the violent erimes 
which have been common hero for 
weeks past: assassinations, bombings 
‘and robberies by armed ‘men, kid- 
nappings and other outrages. During 
the day, as far ax the Police knew, 
only one shot was fired and it did 
not’ strike anybody although it 
caused temporary panic in the crowd- 
fed place where it was discharged, 

‘The single shot was fired into the 
Noor of the billiard room at the Great 
Eastern Hotel, behind the Wing On 
[Department Store, Nanking and Hoo- 
eh Roads, ‘The room, which is op- 
posite the Great Eastern soda- 
fountain and tearoom on the ground 
floor of the building, was crowded 
with players and watchers when at 
240 pam. an unidentified Chinese 
suddenly’ produced an automate 
pistol and fired into the oor. ‘The 
detonation, echoing through the bil- 
liard room, soda-founatin and ad- 
Joining lobby, made scores of Chinese 
men and women seramble madly for 
‘the doors as they thought an assas- 
sination was taking place. Many ran 
into the department store, towards 
Nanking Road, 

Gunman Eseapes 

It did not take long, however, to 
ascertain that no-one had been 
wounded, Police arrived from Louza 
Station and started to Investigate the 
shooting, but. they found that the 
gunman’ had Ned. The emply. carte 
idge-case was discovered and was 
taken to Police Headquarters for 
fexamination, “It was from a 32. 
calibre pistol but the weapon from 
which it had been fired had no re~ 
cord in local rime, the investigation 
showed, 

One ‘explanation of the shooting 
given last night was that it~ was 
perpetrated by a Chinese who was 
angered at not having won anything 
substantial after having played one 
of the slot-machines In the plase for 
some time,

Alexandra Attacked by Pirates, 


Skipper’s Presence of 


Mind Prevents Pirates from 


Boarding British Ship ; Many Believed Killed 


Shanghai, Feb. 11. 


NUMBER of pirates are believed to have been drowned and 
five passengers of the Shanghai Tug & Lighter Co's ss. Al- 


exandra were seriously injured,

with over 600 passengers aboard, was fired on with sub-machine 


guns from two pirate junks that 
near the Dove Nest buoy.

Great presence of mind on the part of 


Captain J. T. Inch, the skipper, prevented the pirates from boarding 
the Alexandra following her dramatic attempt to out-distance the 
buccaneers, during which operation, she rammed one of the junks 
thus discouraging those aboard the other, from any further attempt 


to come on board. 

‘The wounded, for whom two 
emergency ambulances were walting 
at No. 4 Pontoon at 3.45 o'clock yes- 
terday afternoon, were brought here 
aboard the smail German vessel 
Lulse which met the Alexandra 
shortly after 7 am, at a point be~ 
tween Central and Pateh buoys, some 
50 miles outside Woosung, and it is 
from the captain of this small vessel, 
that the “North-China Daily New: 
reporter, obtained the scarce informa 
tlon thus far available on the attack, 

‘At about 4 o'clock yesterday 
morning, according 10 the Chi- 
nese skipper, Captain. Inch 
notieed two ' suspicious looking 
junks approaching the Alexandra 
when suddenly a series of shots were 
fired from the pirate vessels. Realiz~ 
ing that without arms or ammuni- 
tion on board, his steamer and its 
600 passengers, would be easy prey 
for the buccaneers, Captain. Inch 
ordered full speed ahead but was

Junk Is Rammed 


Meanwhile one of the pirate vessels 
was in front the Alexandra and 
as the pirates were preparing to board 
the British steamer, Captain Inch 
decided that the only weapon at his 
command was the speed and pow 
of his ship with which it was easy 
to ram the wooden junk, thus dis: 
couraging any further boarding at- 
tempt on the part of the pirates. 

‘The exact number of those who 
were drowned when the junk was 
rammed is not known, although it 
‘was presumed that their number was 
quite considerable, whereas the six 
men comprising the crew of the 
lighter which the Alexandra had 
Jost, are feared to have fallen in the 
hhands of the pirates, who also seized 
the lighter itself. 

‘The injured who were all pas- 
sengers aboard the Alexandra were 
picked up by the Luise which met 
the British vessel some three hours 
later. Captain Inch requested the 
captain of the German vessel to in- 
form the Shanghai Tug & Lighter 
Co, of the mishap, as the Alexandra's 
radio was not working. 

Whether the wireless station was 
out of order prior to the attack or 
whether it was damaged during the 
attempted piracy, could not be learn- 
ed here, although the skipper of the 
Luise said that no damage was caused 
to the British vessel. 

‘When the German boat passed the 
scene of the attack at noon yester- 
day on her return journey to Shang- 
hal, she saw the wreck of the pirate 
junk still afloat, although none of 
her crew was discernible. 











Due at Noon 

‘The Alexandra meanwhile has car- 
ried on to Tsingkiang, her port of 
destination, from where she was ex- 
pected to arrive here either today at 
noon, or shortly afterwards.

Injuries Not Serious

fable amount of blood on the way, 
notwithstanding the first ald treat 
ment received on board the Alexandra 
prior to being transferred unto the 
Luise.

Gang of Coal Thieves 
Rounded Up 


Shanghai, Feb. 9. 

With seven men already in the 
custody of the First Special District 
Court, the Settlement police are 
Tooking for more suspects in order 
to round up a well organized gang 
‘of thieves who have been stealing 
coal from various godowns and 
felling thelr booty to retail shops 
In the forelgn settlements at a very 
low price. A hearing of the case 
Is scheduled to be held on February 
14, when the police are expected 
to’ complete their investigations. 


‘The seven men were arrested on 
February 5 in North Chekiang Road 
when they were trying to transport

Previous to their arrest the 
West Hongkew police found a large 
quantity of coal stored ina "floating 
godown” used by the thieves.

Two trucks were alleged to have

Members of the gang were usually 
sent out In the evening to steal 
coal from Pootung and Hongkew 
coal godowns. They were alleged to 
travel in boats and upon returning 
they put their booty in the “floating 
godown" whence ‘the cargo was 
distributed to retail dealers.

As Blow Here 


Shanghai, Feb. 11 


‘The news of the sudden death of 
[Pope Plus XI came as a distinct blow 
to Catholic Shanghai yesterday. ‘The 
Jdeepest sorrow-at the passing of the 
Holy Father was expressed by Bishop 
Auguste Haoulsée, S.J. vicar Apostolle| 
Jor Shanghai, and other local church 
dignitaries and clergy. It is under 
‘stood that preparations will be made| 
today for the celebration of Requiem 
Masses for the late Pope in all the 
churches of the Vicariate. 

‘There will be one official service 
for the repose of the Holy Father's: 
soul. It will be a Solemn Requiem 
Mass that will be celebrated next 
week, probably at St. Joseph's 
Church, Rue Montauban. In addition, 
Masses ‘will be said in the other 
churches here, as well as elsewhere 
in China and’ throughout the world, 

Catholic Shanghai numbers about 
50,000 faithful of many nationalities, 
‘and there are Catholle churches and 
{institutions in all of the city, 
notably the great religious and educa- 
tional centre at Siccawei and the hos- 
pitals “and charitable — enterprises 
Started by the lale Mr. Loh Pa-hong| 
in Nantao and elsewhere. ‘Throughout 
this sphere the death of the Pontiff 
is being deeply mourned,

een released by the authorities at 
Chefoo. Asked when the Mingsang 
iad been released, the spokesman 
replied, “probably yesterday. 
Answering a question as to the 
reason for the detention of the Ming 
sang, the spokesman replied that, a8 
stated on Wednesday, t was forthe 
purpose of establishing her status, 
Replying to a questioner, who on- 
quired what would be the position 
fn the high seas, in view of the fact 
that alt ships detained so far had been 
in Chinese ports, the spokesman 
stated that it had ‘been the practice 
to carry out the detention of vessels 
within the territorial waters of Chins. 


Right to Extend Blockade 


“We shall have to study that ques- 
tion before we can give a definite 
answer," the spokesman replied to 
[correspondent, who asked if the Jap- 
fanese navy Would claim the right to 
fextend the blockade past the three 
mille International Law limit, 


"As J see, the position in the or- 
ldinary way," the correspondent. con- 
tinued, “ships cannot be searched on 
the high seas not even for the pur- 
pose of verifying thelr registry, except 
‘when there has been a declaration of 
‘war. In this ease there hee been some 
sort of understanding that British 
ships can be stopped to establish thelr 
Identity or registration” 


Commenting on tho statement, the 
spokesman sald that they had had no 
word of any intention at the present 
time of a further extension of this 
situation (detaining and searching 
foreign vessels). 

Remarking that the statement made 
bby a spokesman on Wednesday seemed 
to givo very wide powers, a cor- 
respondent asked If any rules of In- 
ternational Law would be iinored if, 
in the Japanese view, they would 
‘bring about the downfall of the 
Chiang Kal-shek régime, In reply the 
spokesman stated that Japanese Gov- 
ernment had no such Ideas,

Move to Stop Flood 
Of Refugees 


Shanghai, Feb. 11, 
Following representations by the 
Shanghai Municipal Council to the 
Consular Body, steps are being 
taken to curb the influx of Jewish 


refugees into Shanghai, it was 
Fevealed yesterday when’ a letter 
addressed” by the Senior Consul, 


‘Commdr L. Neyrone, Consul-General 
for Italy, to the Chairman of the 
Council‘ was made. public. The 
Governments at Home have been 
warned that _ the unemployment 
situation in Shanghai is already 
‘acute and that it is virtually impos. 
sible for refugees to gain a livelihood 
here. Commdr Neyrone's letter fol- 
Tows:— 

“I have the honour to refer to 
your letters of December 23, 1988, 
‘and January 16, 3999, on the sub- 
Ject of the heavy influx of Jewish 


[steps to’ prevent further incursions 
of those refugees, 

“This matter has engaged the 
jcarnest attention of my colleagues, 
who have agreed to make repre- 
sentations to thelr respective Gov- 
ernments, stressing the unfavourable 
conditions prevailing in  Shanghal, 
‘and the virtual impossibility, there-

Locker, 
last resting place of many famous old 
ships, the U.S, Monocacy, atone 
lime" flagship of the United States 
Yongtze Patrol, sailed from Shanghai 
on her last voyage yesterday moming. 

‘Taken in tow by the steam tug, 
Pauline Moller, the Monocacy left the 
Standard Oil Company's Wharf with 
Lieut, Comér, Larner and a detail of 
sailors aboard, and at dusk yesterday 
Jevening reached a point off the Saddle 
Islends. in deep ‘water. Here her 
Jskelcton crew the last American 
sailors to walk on her decks—opencd 
her overboard discharge and Intake 
valves, 

‘As the waters of the China St 
rushed into her engine and flrerooms, 
the Monocacy gradually sank lower in

for her end wero taken off by the 
Pauline Moller, which. pulled away 
Jas the sea rolled over the old gunboat.

The USS. Monocacy was built at

fon the Yangtze Patrol. 

For a short while the United States 
jwas at war with Germany in 1917 
Jond before China had entered the 
conflict on the side of the Allies, the 
Monocacy was interned at Hankow.

tion the world over. As regards the| 
general welfare of Its Russian com- 
munity, Shanghai, where most Rus- 
sians are employed in other than 
manual Tabour, even takes the frst 
place away from Paris. But in one 
respect the Paris colony has the: 
pull over the local one—the best 
brains and the flower of talent is 
still there, This has been proved 
‘again by the failure of the local 
community to exploit the medium of 
broadcasting as it was exploited in 
Paris, where on the first day of the 
New’ Year the voice of the famous. 
Journalist’ Lev Lubimov gave all 
Franeo a picture of the lite of Rus~ 
sian’ emigration during 1998. ‘The| 
Broadeast was, of course, made in 
French; in Shanghai it would have 
to be made in English. 

‘So comprehensive was its informa. 
tion that it was listened to with 
interest not only by Frenchmen but 
by Russians themselves, Without 
going into polities, It can be sald 
that Russians in emigration are 
proud of thelr country’s past and 
belleve in its future, They are 
before all else Russians, and in that 
thought find justifeation for thelr 
ard life in emigration. And in 
thelr overwhelming majority they 
plage confidence in their ultimate 
return to their homeland. 

What  r8le, then does Russian 
emigration play in the history of the 
country that save birth to it? Again 
leaving out polities, It can be said 
that because the remnants of th 
White Army, when they left Russi 
took with them the flower of Russian 
cultural circles, Russian culture to- 
day wields a considerable influence 
in France, in the whole of Burope— 
and in Shanghai.

Public Utilities Have 
Good Year 


Shanghai, Feb. 12. 
‘The various increases in the tariffs 
of the public ulllity companies in 
Shanghal are given’ prominence in 
the annual reports of these organiza~ 
tions, which have been submitted to 
‘the Shanghai Municipal Council, 

In ‘June, 1998; the China General 
‘Omnibus Co, approached the S. M. C. 
for approval of revised tariffs on 
Hines 2 and. 9, in view of a new 
agreement entered into by the C.G.0. 
‘and the Compagnie Francaise de 
Tramway et delairage Electriques. 
de Shanghai, in connection with the 
operation of omnibuses on’ thorough- 
fares bordering the Settlement and 
‘the Concession. These revisions were 
approved and enforced as from July, 
3, 1938. A comparison of the figures 
of passengers transported in 1937 and. 
1998, ‘reveals that an additional 20,- 
(000,000 passengers have used the 
C.G.0's ‘buses in 1938 as compared, 
to the previous year. 

‘The following trolley lines have 
been approved by the S. ML C.: 
Jessfield Road, between Yu ‘Yuen 
Road’ and Avenue Road; Avenue 
Road, between Jessiield Road and

‘One effect of the revaluation of the 
Bank of England's gold stock, the 
Chaneollor of the Exchequer declared, 
would be the Iiberation of approxi- 
mately £95,000,000. He did not pro- 
pose to treat this sum as revenue, but 
ag. unrealized capital appreciation, 
which would be passed to the Ex:

The Glenearn: 


A Fine British Ship 


To the Editor of the 
“Nowrit-Cuuna Dai News" 

‘Suy—It seems strange to me that 
a fine new British ship should be 
‘allowed to pass through Shanghal on 
her muiden voyage without her own- 
rs or thelr agents ‘making an effort 
to interest the public in her. I have 
‘been disappointed on more than one 
oceasion to note an apparent tendency 
fon the part of British shipowners 
not to be too eager to cause prospect- 
ve shippers or passengers to be ai 
‘quainted with the facilities which 

ean offer. Ad- 
mittedly we have recently had our 
attention drawn in the press to new 
steamers which the LC.S.N. Co, Ltd. 
have had built for their coasting 
services und the P, & OSN, Co's 
hew RALS. Canton was described in 
foeal Journals on the oceasion of her 
‘arrival in port on her maiden voyage. 
Generally speaking, though, it is the 
hon-British owner whose ew ships 
people hear about in Shanghal. 

‘The Glen Line's new mv, Glen- 
earn has arrived and departed on’ 
her maiden voyage unannounced, She 

‘a fine cargo liner of modern de~ 
‘sign with superior accommodation 
for twelve passengers. Of approxi- 
mately 10,000 tons, she is 475 ft. 
long bp. and is designed for a ser- 
viee speed, fully loaded, of 16 knots. 
Her propelling machinery consists of 
twin six-eyelinder B. & W, Diesel 
engines with the rather remarkable 
Output (for twelve eyclinders) of 
12,000 bhp. Her —cargo-earrying 
capacity totals about 33,000 cubic 
feet including space for nearly 1,200 
ons of refrigerated cargo, ‘The 
Glencarn is being followed by seven 
sisters, practically identical in all 
respects, the last of which will prob- 
ably have arrived in Shanghai by 
the end of the year. 

‘The ordering of eight expensive 
moter ships of the class of the 
Glenearn at a time when shipbuild~ 
ing costs are extremely high repre- 
sents a very commendable and enter- 
prising achievement on the part of 
the famous firm of Messrs. Alfred 
Holt & Co. of Liverpool, the Glen 
Line's new managers, and, in my 
opinion, reflects their optiinism for 
the future of British shipping in the 
Far East. It would be encouraging 
to see similar optimism displayed. by 
other British shipping interests 
throughout the world. Britain once 
owned over half of the world's mer- 
cantile: tonnage; nowadays, due to a 
Phenomenal increase in the tonnage 
‘owned by the Scandinavian countries 
fand Japan and, to a lesser degree, 
aly and Greece, we do not own 
very much more than a quarter. But 
if that quarter share continues to be 


















































surely can we say that British’ ship- 
ping still relgns supreme. 

‘the Glenearn is a beautiful example 
of the British shipbullder's art and 
seience and She (and all the other 
ships that continue to be ordered 
from, and delivered by, British yards) 
serves to show that,” whilst other 
fcountries have made good progress 
inthe design and construction of 
ne ships, no country has ever yet 
[produced ‘a better ship than British 
naval architects, engineers and ship- 
builders are capable of producing.

A Learned Man 


Chinese Oxford Professor 


Editor of the 
jowrit-Cuixa Dany News" 

message from 
Chungking yesterday announced the 
appointment of Professor Chen Yin- 
ko, of Tsing Hua University, to the 
chair of Chinese at Oxford University 
It is an event sufficiently important, 1 
‘think, to be commented upon. Mr. 
Chen’ is known perhaps only to a 
Father restricted group of foreign 
admirers, but his supreme position in 
the world of Chinese scholarship has 
{in fact remained long and undisputed. 
His appointment to Oxford is there- 
fore a fine and fitting tribute to his 
vast accomplishments as a savant and 
to the unfailing instinets of the dis 
tinguished university in the choice of 
‘great scholars to ils faculty. 

‘Mr, Chen belongs to a family which 
has always held scholarship’ in the 
highest esteem. His grandiather won 
distinetion first as a scholar and then 
fas a ranking offcial in Hunan, His 
father lived to the ripe age of over 
8 years and was indeed the last of 
the long line of great poets in China 
who through their earnest devotion 
to moral principles and ideals made 
themselves really superb examples 
‘of spiritual leadership. One of Mr. 
Chen's elder brothers was a genius 
of the purest water as an artist, and 
his other brothers, like Mr. Chen ‘him- 
self, have all such unusually charm- 
ing’ manners and engaging per- 
sonality. 

‘My own acquaintance with Mr. 
Chen goes back to some twenty years 
when, as students at Harvard Uni- 
versity, a small group of us with close 
intellectual aftnities saw one another 
rather a ood deal. “Mr. Chen how- 
ever, by uge and accomplishment, was 
‘casily our recognized leader, having, 
Im those days already gone’ through 
a course of training in Sanskrit 
Phifology with the distinguished 
savants in Germany and France, His 
passion for linguistic studies has in 
fact never abated. While a few of 
us were tolling ond struggling with 
digleulty to understand the secret of 
Tinguistic development through the 
earnest application to Gothic, Anglo- 
‘Saxon and the other related languages, 
Mr. Chen was sailing comfortabl 
through the hazardous seas of Sat 
skrit, Pali, Old Persian, untit he has 
now’ made himself familiar with 
‘Tibetan, Mongolian, and the medley 
of other languages on China's western 
‘and northern borders. Mr. Chen's 
Interest in languages is not however 

purely linguistle one: it is pursued 
for the light which they may throw 
fon the problems of Chinese history 
fof which he has also unusually vast 
erudition. T think T can say without 
Being, contradicted that Mr Chen is 
‘one of the exceedingly few, if there 
‘are any in China, who really feel at 
home with the Buddhist texts. 1 have 
‘always understood it to be his great 
desire to edit the Tripitake in the 
Important languages in which this 
reat Buddhist masterpiece has ap- 
peared. Tt ix in the hope that the 
‘Quiet and peace inspired by the Krey 
‘and dreamy towers of Oxford will 
help him (0 finish this great task that 
‘we should all welcome the news of 
‘Mr, Chen's appointment to. that dis 
tinguished and venerable institution 
of learfiing. Like Thomas Gray. Mr. 
‘Chen does not speak out, but when 
hhe does, it will be well worth our 
attention.

1 do hereby suggest that one of

thin extent, but also allow a suffeient 
space for’ running motor vehicles 
especially during rush hours.

Tt sounds to me as one of the many’ 
fallacies of man who alone of course, 
neither God nor Nature—is responsible 
jblesome worl

does it mean? Herr Hitler does not 


define it. Lord Halifax assumes that 
itis undersiood everywhere in Great 
Britain and in Germany, What is 
Signor Mussolint going to say about 
it? How does a Japanese understend 
H2 An American? A French? A 
Russian? A. Chinese? 

Tt may mean, first, that export 
must continue or else ‘those who are 
‘engaged in the business become wn~ 
employed. starved and then gradually, 
ie. ‘That may become a symptom of 
disease in a nation, And the disease 
may spread. Unless and until the 
disease Is cured—and prevented, that 
nation may become very sick or even, 
fle out. For example, the depression 
‘whieh does not ceem’ to have ended 
inthe Anglo-Saxon countries is a 
result of the upset in export. 

Secondly It may mean that export, 
‘must continue in order to enable 
payment of external debls or else 
Insolvency, bankruptey, . destitution 
may follow and death can easily 
surpass life, Herr Hitler may point 
to Turkey, Ingia, and China of the 
old time 9s examples even though 
there can be no fair example of that 
sort In history. 

‘External debts may result from 
‘war, especially in the form of ine 
demnity and on account of war 
materials, They may result trom 
Imports especially of raw materials 
and of “luxuries”. ‘They may result 
from loans either productive or un 
productive, ‘The first are called war 
AebIs, the second, trade debis, while 
the last, nance debts. Any one class 
of these debts exceeding "the capacity 
to pay” back Is bad enough for a 
nation, Germany bears debts of all 
the three classes, as China does. 
Implicitly or explicitly, Terr Hitler 
‘on’ behalf of Germany repudiates 
fll the war debts and “suspends” the 
nance debts, but he Ix not quite sure 
fof what con be done with the trade 
debts. As one who admires the 
German nation, 1 am rather concern 
od with his anxiety.

I endeavoured to explain to the 
‘Chinese carrier his inhumane actions, 
but he not speaking English and T not 
speaking Chinese, no progress was 
made. ‘The only policeman in sight

his post nor could he speak English. 
The only Impression the policeman—I 
have his number—and the carrier ap- 
peared to get was thay I was accusing 
the latter of stealing the animals. 
The carrier showed me a metal disc 
which Informed me that he was re 
gistered carrier No. 52 ofa Municipal 
‘Abbatolr. Cannot the PHD. take 
aetion to try and prevent cases of 
this sort? Cannot Chinese Police be 
educated to look out for such eases 
fond take the necessary action? Sir, 
‘cannot you give us an editorial against 
such treatment of animals? Tam sure

Navy experts say that among the 
chief’ advantages of a mosquito fleet 
Is the ease with which the vessels can 
bbe concealed, their great speed and 
manguvrability, and their adaptability 
to surprise attack.

Maharaja Gaekwar of

Born on March 10, 1863, the Maharaja 
was adopted by ‘the ‘then ‘ruling 
Princo of Baroda, the Maharaja 
Malaharao Gackwar, who was with- 
out an heir. He was trained to the 
task of being a ruler from the start, 
When the Prince died in 1670, ‘his 
adopted son was not recognized as 
his suecessor and the rule of the 
State passed into the hands of the 
Prince's brother, Malhar Rao, popular~ 
ly known as the "Wicked Uncle” who 
‘was later deposed.—Reuter.

Against Racialism and Totalitarian Doctrine 


VAX Christi in Regno Christi—the peace of Christ in the reign| 
of Christ, was the motto chosen by His Holiness Pope Pius XT 
at the beginning of his pontificate in February 1922, summarising 


in a few words, his reign. 


His first act as Pope was significant of his desire for peace. 


After his solemn coronation in 


St. Peter's, he appeared on the 


balcony and gave his blessing urbi et orbi—a blessing which had 


not been given from the outside 


of the Basilica since 1870 owing 


to the quarrel between the Vatican and the Italian State.

Priest at Age of Twenty 

‘He was ordained priest on Decem- 
ber 20, 1879, and said his first Mass 
the following day in St. Charles on 
the Corso in Rome, 

‘He recelved his first appointment 
us doctor in the Ambrosian Library 
of Milan of which institute he w 
later to become prefect. He passe 
a ffreat many years carrying out his 
‘duties as assistant librarian and later 
prefect, 

‘From 1882-1013, Mgr. Ratti was) 
chaplain of a monastic institution in 
Blan, the convent of Our Lady of! 
the Cenacle. During this period of 
his life, he started a catechism class 
for working-class children in Milan, 
made up chiefly of little Milanese 
chimney-sweops. 

‘Me. atti did an immense amount 
of Worle at the Ambrosian Library 
in, examining codices, cataloguing 
volumes and writing learned treatises, | 
especially about the works in the! 
Mbrary under his charge, 

‘Mgr. Ratti succeeded Cardinal 
Francis Ehrle as prefect of the 
Vatican Library in 1914, just before 
the outbreak of the World War, and 
remained in charge until May, 1918. 

In September, 1014, Myr. Ratti 
was made a canon of the chapter of 
St. Peter's, while, in October, he was 
created ‘supernumerary Apostolic 
Protonotary, He already had been 
‘made domestic prelate to His Holiness 
in March, 1907. 

Remarkable Alpinist 

During these years Mgr. Ratti took 
fn annual holiday which he usually 
‘spent in Alpine excursions. He made | 
several dificult ascents, ineluding 
that of Monte Rosa, and’an Alpine 
refuge today recalls his prowess as a 
climber. ‘The Alps always have been 
hig great delight. 

On June 20, 1910, Mgr. atti was 
nominated Apostolic Nuncio in Po- 
land by Benedict Xv. ‘This was the 
future Pope's first diplomatic mission, 
He won the affection of the Poles,

‘chosen by the conclave to succeed 
him on February 6. 

‘Pope Pius X1's relgn as sovereign 
Pontiff was outstandingly notable for| 
‘the conciliation effected between the| 
[Church and the Ttalian State realized 
by the Lateran Treaty and Concordat} 
signed on February "11, 1929, in the| 
Lateran Palace, Rome. 

Several years of negotiations led 
up to this agreement, which ended| 
the dissensions between the Church| 
Jand the Ialian State. That event 
was the most important during the| 
papacy of Plus XX. 


Vatican Isolation Broken 
On July 25, 1929, Pope Pius XI 
made his frst ‘appearance outside the 
‘Vatican in the great Eucharistic pro- 
cession round St. Peter's Square. "On 
‘this oceasiop, he remained in. Vatican 
territory, but later, in the same year. 
Pius XI made a surprise visit to the 
Basilica of St. John Lateran, arriving 
there very early in the morning. 

Other notable incidents of the 
reign of Pius XI were the conclusi 
‘of A concordat with Prussia, 
campaign against the French new 
paper “L’Action Frangaise” and. the 
subsequent ex-communieation of its 
chief editors, 

‘After the conciliation, Pius XI re- 
ceived in private audiences the King| 
and Queen of Italy and all the| 
princes of the House of Savoy. 

‘The year 1931 witnessed the con- 
troversy between Chureh and State, 
whieh began inthe Spring and did 
not end until September. The| 
polemic which developed was long 
‘and on occasions bitter in both Fas 
ist and Catholic pres. 

‘The dispute arose over the Catholic 
organization “Azione Catolico” (Ci 

‘tholie Action). This is an organtzation| 
for spreading Catholic education and| 
creating a social sense of unity among] 
Tay. Catholles. ‘The Fascists accused| 
/"Azione Cattotico” and the Catholic 
young men's clubs, connected with| 
It, of engaging in political propaganda. 

"The controversy lasted right 
through the Summer with  varying| 
phases, until on September 2 an 
Agreement was reached between 
the State and. the Holy See for a 
peaceful ending of the dispute. ‘The 
Catholic clubs were placed ‘under 
brims sharply turned back to give a 
@ioeesan control and it wos agreed 
they should manifest no political 
activity. 

‘During 1081, Pius 21 issued a 
number of encyclicals including one 
‘on May 15 on world economic and| 
labour conditions published in come 
memoration of the 40th anniversary’ 
fof the encyclical “Rerum Novarum.”

Soviet Russia, ‘To offset these 
losses the Pope intensified missionary] 
work of the Church. In China alone 
}500,000 converts were gained in the 
ten-year period from 1923 to 1933. 
Many new followers were secured in| 
|Afriea where in 1933 more than 100,000) 
{joined the ranks of ‘Catholicism. 

‘The year of 1933 was decrced as 
Ja Holy ‘Year. Foreigners who visited

2526.08, many of whom came as pile

‘The Pontiff increased his working 
hours to grant more audiences and 
to direct personally the church's mis 
sionary campaign. 

Vatican Clty Modernized

U.S. FOREIGN POLICY 


By Saumitsoxiax 
‘The year 1939 will sce the development of 
a new United States foreign policy, the 
foundations of which were laid during the 
closing months of 1938. Perhaps it would 
bbe truer to say that the year 1939 will show 
whether the development of a new foreign 
policy will be possible, for owing to the 
American constitutional structure foreign 
policy, while formulated by the President 
(the executive arm of the Government), re~ 
quires the sanction and approval of the 
legislative arm before it can be carried out. 
‘There are certain things which the President 
do without reference to Congress, such 
‘as expressing displeasure at the acts of other 
Powers either by speeches or by dramatizing’ 
the displeasure by recalling America’s dip- 
lomatic representatives, ‘There ure certain. 
other things which this particular President, 
‘Mr, Roosevelt, can do because he was granted, 
powers by Congress when he entered the| 
White House to cope with the economic. 
emergency. Under these powers he can 
back up his policy by granting cFedits to 
friendly countries whom he wishes to help. 
But in the long run American foreign policy 
is always dependent upon Congressional 
approval. 














If these limitations are borne in mind, how~ 
ever, it is perfectly legitimate to state that 
there are three signs of a changed American 
foreign policy. ‘These are first a stiffening 
in the American attitude towards Germany. 
‘Secondly a stiffening in the American attitude 
towards Japan and thirdly a more active 
interest in consolidating American influence 
in Latin America. At least one influential 
Congressional figure, Senator Pittman, chair= 
‘man of the powerful Senate Foreign Relations 
Commitice, has supported the firm attitude 
of the State Department. He issued on his: 
‘own responsibility, a four point statement 
towards the close of the year, the first three 
points of which stated that the people of the 
United States disliked the Governments of 
Japan and Germany and indeed any dicta~ 
torial country whether Fascist or Communist, 
while the final point suggested a definite 
‘overthrow of the isolationist principle. “The 
people of United States have the right and 
power to enforce morality and justice” he 
declared; thus suggesting that a positive 
policy should be followed as opposed to doing: 
nothing in the face of treaty breaches but. 
refuse to recognize the conditions which 
such breaches had brought about—the "non 
recognition doctrine.” Senator Pittman added 
a corollary to the above which some might! 
consider weakened it, but looked at  from| 
the point of view of American political’ 
sentiment probably strengthened it by mak- 
ing it more easily acceptable. He said, 
“Our government ‘docs not have to use 
military force, and will not unless neces~ 
aay. 





‘The United States has no more intention 
of using force to block the Japanese con- 
quest of China than it has of using force to 
prevent the Gorman expansion into Central 
Europe. Until the adoption of the “new 
policy" all the comfort which China could 
have secured from the United States would 
have been the doubtful assurance that even 
it China, as a nation, was killed, the United 
States would refuse’ to recognize that she 
was dead, Now, however, positive aid is 
being given China in the form of a $25,000, 
000 credit to enable it to buy lorries’ and 
petrol which are essential to its armies. This: 
Is possible because of the grant to the Pre- 
sident of emergency powers by Congress. 
‘The Export: 

RFC, can make loans to exporting and im- 
porting firms for five or ten years. A dummy 
firm has been set up within ‘the United 
States known as the “Universal Trading Cor~ 
poration" and the letter of the law is satis 
fied. Pressure is also being brought to bear} 
‘on American veroplane and arms manufactur= 
ers not to sell arms to Japan. This appeal 
is based on the fact that Japan by bombing] 
civilian populations is following a policy| 
condemned by the United States. Arms| 
manufacturers have no desire to offend their| 
biggest customer, the United States, and 
general have heeded this humanitarian op- 
peal. ‘Thus by refusing to invoke the 
Neutrality Act on the grounds that no wac| 
has yet been declared, (but very evidently 
because if it was invoked both China and 
‘Japan would have to be treated under its 
terms exactly alike), the United States has| 
been able to impose an embargo on Japan 
which does not apply to China. The embargo, 
however, is still far from complete for vast 
quantities of serap-iron are still 
Ported to Japan. 




















‘The hostile attitude of the United States 
towards Germany has received more atten- 
tion than its attitude towards Japan owing 
to the fact that Jewish organizations in 
America have protested vigorously: against 
the persecution of their fellows and made! 
the matter almost a domestic issue. United 
States’ disgust at the Jewish persecutions 
was emphasized by the recall fo “consult and 


report” of the American Ambassador in Ber-| 


lin, Mr, Hugh Wilson. It was followed 
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shortly afterwards by a blunt refusal by the! 
Acting Secretary of State, Mr. Sumner Wel- 
es, to accept a German protest against a| 
speech which Mr. Ickes had made to a 
Cleveland Zionist organization. Mr. Ickes, 
who is noted for his pungent tongue, was 
Just as forceful in his references to the Ger-| 
‘man government as he has been in the past 
to the “economic royalists” and other enemies 
of the New Deal. The Nazis had thrown 
Germany back to a period when “man was| 
unlettered, benighted and bestial,” he said. 
“Modern dictators have set themselves up as| 
high priests of a more cruel if more refined 
voodooism.” ‘There was much more in the 
same vein. 

‘The German protest used equally vigorous| 
language and demanded that the President! 
shotild publicly repudiate his own Cabinet| 
Secretary. Under any circumstances  this| 
would-have aroused the anger of any Ad-| 
‘ministration official. Mr. Sumner Welles, to 
whom it happened to be made, particularly’ 
relished rebuking the German Chargé| 
Affaires who presented it because he had| 
thus an opportunity of demonstrating that 
his adyice to the British Government ‘and 
to Mr. "Anthony Eden) to be “tougher” with’ 
the dictatorships was followed by the United 
States; while, any fear that he would not| 
be supported’ by the President was. dis-| 
sipated first by the knowledge that Mr. Ickes 
and the President were close personal| 
friends and secondly by desire to refute a 
criticism circulating in White House quarters 
that Mr, Sumner Welles was too fond of 
burdening the President with matters of| 
small detail which should be decided by the| 
Department on its own responsibility. 


‘This German protest was a triple example] 
of misplaced psychology. In the first place] 
the fact of the protest wave nationwide pub- 
Nieity to a speech which had been buried in| 
the Inside pages at the time it was made.| 
Its violence provoked the rebuff given by Mr. 
‘Sumner Welles, while the publication of its| 
terms in Berlin led to Mr. Sumner Welles 
retaliating by making public a memorandum 
which he had made afler the conversation] 
with Herr Thomsen, the German Chargé| 
@Affaires. The man who enjoyed the! 
episode most of all was possibly Mayor La-| 
Guardia ef New York. In the Spring of! 
1037 he suggested that Herr Hitler should be 
shown in wax effigy in the Chamber of} 
Horrors of the New York World's Fuir. He] 
followed this up when protests were made] 
in Germany with a statement that Herr! 
Hitler wes “nicht satisfakationsfachig.” too} 
[devoid of honour to be engaged in combat. The| 
Berlin government was in a less truculent| 
frame of mind then, and its diplomatic pro- 
fest being reasonably phrased brought _an| 
expression of regret from Secretary Hull, 
‘who declared that the Mayor's remarks “did! 
not represent the attitude of the American 
Government toward the German Govern- 
ment. 




















‘The new Latin American policy, covered! 
by such phrases ax “continental solidarity’ 
and “hemisphere defence,” was thoroughly’ 
publicized during the Pan-American Confer- 
ence at Lima. The results of the Conference| 
‘were embodied in one hundred and ten re- 
solutions of which only three had any great 
importance. These three were a declaration 
in favour of reducing trade barriers, the| 
“Declaration of Lima” supporting the theory 
of continental solidarity,, and a declaration 
accepting the prineiples of international con-| 
duet laid down by the Secretary of States on| 
July 16, 1937. The tariff declaration which| 
contained a" clause favouring reasonable 
tariffs in preference to other forms of trade 
restriction, will remain little more than 
pious expression until some cleven Latin’ 
‘American nations abandon exchange  re- 
strictions, Its resolution in favour of more| 
tariff agreements cannot even be followed by: 
the United States so long as the farm belt! 
congressmen oppose the import of South’ 
American agricultural products, 

‘The declaration of the solidarity of 
America, as the Declaration of Lima “was! 
originally called, effectively demonstrated by 
the squabble which arose over its phrascology 
that solidarity was a dream rather than a 
reality. Afler a reference to the “spiritual 
unity” which united the continent and to the| 
principles which all the nations held in com- 
mon (a preamble which doubtless provoked 
many a eynical smile) the Declaration laid 
down four principles. First that the nations| 
Of the new world intended to collaborate to| 
maintain their continental solidarity ; secondly. 
that they would defend the principles on 
which it was based (non-interference, respect 
for law, ete); third, that they would consult 
together if such a threat was imminent, and’ 
fourth that periodic meetings of Foreign 
Ministers should take place if desired. The! 
principles of eantinental solidarity were taken| 
from Sceretary Hull's July 16 statement of 
American policy which in its turn was an! 
amplification of the prineiples of the Kelloge. 
Pact and the good neighbour doctrine. 

While the Lima Conference has no doubt 
helped to turn a geographic expression into| 
a political reality and thus has helped to keep 
totalitarian influence out of the western’ 
Hemisplicre and therefore at arms length| 




















from the United States itself, more concrete! 
results might be expected from a policy of 
finan which was developed in Wash- 











ington while the conference was in pro-| 
gress. During the carly years of the present 
century America followed a policy of “dollar 
diplomacy.” ‘The State Department backed 
up American economic penetration. A new 
type of dollar diplomacy has now been in- 
augurated in which American diplomacy uses 
dollars directly as an instrument of national 
policy. The $25,000,000 credit to China is 
fone example. A somewhat similar policy 
however is being followed throughout South 
America and the Export Import. Bank is 
assuming a new importance. There are 
obvious dangers to this policy. Latin Ameri- 
can states are not so foolish as to reject 
these concrete expressions of American’ 
friendship—the specially commissioned mer- 
chant ships, the free radio broadcasts, the 
silver purchases, the Pan-American highway, 
and the trade credits—but such cupboard love 
may not prove lasting. Moreover while the 
United States Government is pressing for- 
ward with its policy of financial aid the Latin 
American States are pressing forward with 
an opposite policy of “liquidating” existing 
American holdings. ‘The commercial credits 
which will be offered to stimulate the exports 
‘of American goods may also go the way of 
American loans made in the roaring twenties, 
the greater part of which are now in default. 
‘The chief difference will be that the money 
lost in those years was “invested” by private 
citizens who knew that they were taking some 
kind of a risk, while the money lost in the 
future will belong to all American taxpayers, 








A mixture of bribery, flattery, humility, 
and paticnce is being’ followed in Latin 


America, fortified by a friendly understanding 
with the Catholic hierarchy. ‘The fear of the 
“colossus of the North” is not yet completely 
dissipated, but there is one hopeful thought. 
Such solidarity as existed in Latin America 
‘was induced in earlier days by a commun 
feeling of hostility to the United States. A 
similar fear of the totalitarian powers may. 
also lead to a feeling of solidarity not against! 
but with the United States. If this can be 
brought about it will be well worth a few 
ost credits and confiscated properties. ‘The 
best yeneral summary of this new foreign 
Policy was contained in the President's 
annual message on the State of the Union 
delivered in person to Congress on January 
4. The President said, “The mere fact that! 
we rightly decline to intervene with arms to 
prevent acts of aggression docs not mean that 
‘we must act as if there were no aggression at 
all, Words may be futile, but war is not 
the only means of commanding a decent 
respect for the opinions of mankind. There 
are many methods short of war, but stronger 
and more effective than mere words, of 
bringing home to aggressor governments the 
aggregate sontiments of our own people.”

With vests, 
even woollen ones, as fine as they 
are today, this easing causes neither 
bulge nor’ the slightest sense of bul- 
kines. Garments designed on the 
bias and tapering to two points at 
the fop to meet the shoulder ribbon 
give the shoulder-strap longer life 
than the straight top, as.the pull is 
more evenly distributed. ‘This is a 
Point worth remembering: in buyi 
or making lingerie. 

When, in spite of precautions, a 
shoulder-strap tears away. it is next 
to useless merely to sew it on again, 
as the place from which it has been 
torn is stretched and weakened, In- 
stead, a small square or round of 
silk should be darned on'to the gar- 
ment and the shoulder-strap sewn on 
to this. An alternative plan is to 
eplace the straps by narrow elas:

‘The importance of the windows ax 
a feature in any room is something of 
which we are becoming increasingly 





conscious. For long we accepted 
them chiefly on account of their 
admission of daylight and their 


capacity for taking vatious draperies 
by way of curtains and pelmets. Thus 
far they came into the decorative 
scheme. 

But, after all, the windows of any 
room, dominating as they so often do 
the whole of one wall at least, are 
more vital to the whole effect than 
we used to think. Indeed, in. the 
modernization of any apartment they 
have to be considered before anything 
else. ence it comes about that many 
people begin by remodelling their 
window-frames, partly for effect and 
partly with a’ view. to simplifying 
alike the aspect of the room and the 
housework it will require. because, 
incidentally, most of the traditional 
window-frames are extremely trouble. 
some to keep clean. 

“Boxing-In’ 

Where a room is so composed as to 
have the outer wall Atted with two 
windows traditionally framed and 
spaced, the simplest, most effective 
alteration is to box in all the frame- 
work surrounds with plain plywood. 
Running up all the way to the ceiling, 
and down’ to the floor, and neross 
beneath the sill, the plywood forms a 
perfectly plain’ proscenium to cach 
Window, and if it is made to project 
slightly ‘a either side it creates con- 
venient spaces for shelves. 

‘Sometimes the inner lining parts, 
which are at right angles to the lass, 
are covered with strips of mirror, 
Which adds xreatly to the volume of 
ight during the daytime, while they 

be illumined by strip lighting 
from above or below at night. 

Mirroring also ean fil) the wall 

between. the two windows, 
ie the projecting frames are linked 
bby a low box shelf, which will be the 
Ideal place for a jar of flowers or a 
pot plant, and will thus form part of 
the essential decoration of the room. 
‘Mirroring, once more, ean line the 
shelves running up the watly at the 
far sides of each window. 

If tho boxing method may have 0 
teke a few inches off the width of the 
































Foom, this will be more than com- 
pensated by the extra light, the effect 
of simplicity, and the ‘saving in 
dusters. No heavy curtains are 
needed. Tho ideal curtaining for 


boxed windows is thin muslin or silk 
which hangs close, in over the panes, 
‘The play of light’ upon the mirror 
strips is a constant Joy to tho eye, 
But even without the aid of mirroring, 
boxed windows are well worth the 
moderate sum that they demand in 
the frst place.
